Should Stock be Salted In California?— 
Fruit Culture—Clean the Orchards 
—Remedies for Scale Bugs. 


In our migration from the Atlantic slope 
to tlie Pacific we have left behind us many 
of the practices of the farm and stock-yard 
which were considered then among the essen­ 
tials to success. 
Among the prominent prac­ 
tices referred to, is that of -airing our cattle 
regularly in summer, and while ruani' g upon 
the fresh-growing grass of our pastures. We 
well remember th at one of the old farm cus­ 
toms of our father’s farm, in western New 
York, was to salt the cows, and, indeed, all 
the stock of the farm every week. 
Im m e­ 
diately after milking and breakfast, every 
Sunday morning, the boys were required to 
take the “ salt dish,” till it w ith salt, and 
make the round of the farm, salting all the 
stock. 
The salting was done by throwing a 
handful of salt on the ground for each an­ 
imal in the field—for cattle and horses and 
then a few extra hanifuis were thrown 
so th at in the changes from one bunch of salt 
to another, the v ■ucger am i weaker cattle 
would not bo likely to, be deprived i f their 
share. 
We always selected a clean place on 
the fresh graos, 
l i e stock of all kinds came 
to expect and look for this tegular Sunday 
morning feast of salt just as touch as we boys 
expected our regular meals on th at day or 
our regular change of clothes, 
9 Ue salt thus 
thrown out was not always all eaten up 
at once, 
but tlie spots 
where 
it was 
thrown were resorted to by tbe stock fie- 
quently during the week, and the salted 
ground liched and gnawed till the soil was ex­ 
cavated, leaving salt holes wherever the salt 
had been thrown. 
How many farmers sait 
their stock every week, or at all in Califor­ 
nia, and why have they abandoned this old 
habit of their fathers? Salt was consid­ 
ered by them as one of the most neces­ 
sary things 
to 
prevent 
disease 
and 
secure 
the 
thriving 
condition of 
all 
the domestic animals. W e have not aban­ 
doned the use of salt in our food, but con­ 
tinue its use in the preparation of all human 
food she same as of old, and our physicians 
and health advisers, and indeed all common 
experience admonish us of its sanitary quali­ 
ties and health-preserving effects. 
If good 
for man in California, why not for beast? 
The climatic changes are the same to the one 
as to the other. 
We know that many farmers 
claim th at tii r>.- is salt enough in the soil in 
California for the necessities of stock, and 
that, therefore, it is not necessary to give 
them salt, as our fathers did on the other side 
of the continent. 
\\ hat evidence have we of 
the tru th of this proposition? 
We doubt if 
there is any at all. 
W e have no more salt 
springs or sait beds here than on the Atlantic 
seab jard or in the His-i-sippi valley States. 
Some assert th at sU ck do not seem to crave or 
relish salt here as they do east of the 
Rocky M ountains, but is not this because 
we 
have 
not 
kept 
up 
the 
taste 
for 
it 
by 
giving • it 
to 
them fre­ 
quently, rather thau because they get it 
from the soil or in their food th at grows in 
the soil ? W e well remember th at as a rule 
farmers’ boys and girls m our younger days 
scarcely ever made a supper without either 
bread and milk or mush and milk, and that 
they relished this food for th a t meal more 
keenly than any' 0 her. *1 his h.:! it is kept Up in 
very fewfarmer»’ families in Ca.ifornia, andas 
a consequence tlie boys and girls have taken 
to other classes of food and do not seem to 
care for the old-fashioned bowl or basin of 
bread or mush and milk for supper.^ I t is 
the general popular as well as the scientific 
opinion th at our boys and girls would be re­ 
stored to a more robust health and greater 
vigor of mind and body if they were to return 
to the old more simple dishes of food. \V ouid 
not our stock also learn to relish salt as of old 
if we were to give it to them at regular 
stated tiroes, 
and 
would 
it 
not have 
the same beneficent effect on them as it does 
in other countries. 
R ut it happens that we 
are not left altogether to conjecture as to the 
advatanges to be secured to stock from the 
feeding of salt at regular and stated periods. 
The great agricultural experimenter 
and 
chemist, Liebig, has left his valuable testi­ 
mony in favor of the U3e of salt for domestic 
animals. 
In his valuable work 
for the 
farmer he 
remarks noon 
some experi­ 
ments to 
test the action 
of 
sait on 
fattening cattle. 
He says: “ Salt does riot 
act as a producer of fiesh, hut it neutralizes 
the injurious actions of the conditions which 
must t.*e united in the unnatural state of an­ 
imals fed or fattened in order to p,roduce 
(^sh, and the advantage attending its use 
can hardly be estimated too highly.” The 
French 
agricultural chemist 
and 
ex­ 
perimenter Boussicganlt made many ex­ 
periments 
in 
the 
feeding 
of 
cattle 
with and without salt, and he remarks 
on the subject as follows, speaking of two 
lots of steers that he was feeding, giving one 
lot salt and in,t the other : 
“ The salt exer­ 
cises no considerable influence on the blood, 
yet it appears to exert a beneficial effect cm toe 
appearance and condition of the animal. After 
the first fourteen days no perceptible difference 
was observed between the two lots, but in 
the course of the month following the differ­ 
ence was visible even to the unpracticed eye. 
in the beasts of both lots the skin to the 
touch was fine and sound, but the hair in the 
steers having salt was smooth and shining— 
that of the others dull and erect. 
As the 
experiment 
progressed these 
signs ^ be­ 
came still more prominent. 
In the animals 
of 
the 
second 
lot, 
after 
they 
had 
no salt for a year, the hair was m atted and the 
skin here and there devoid of hair. 
Those 
of the first lot, on the contra! y, retained 
the look of stall-kept beasts. 
Their liveliness 
and frequent indications of the tendency to 
leap contrasted strikingly with the heavy 
gait and cold temperament observed in those 
of the second lot. 
There can be no doubt,” 
JBonssingault adds, “ that a higher price 
wonld have been obtained in the m arket for 
the oxen reared under the influence of salt. 
Now we want to produce in our stock ex­ 
actly the shining and sprightly appearauce 
above described as possessed by the lot of 
steers that hail salt. 
W e have the hardy 
grasses to make them grow rapidly and take 
on fat, but to keep them in perfect condition 
they need the salt which by thoughtless 
and careless habits we have ceased to give 
them. 
Our sheep will produce a more 
even, stronger and more glossy w ool; our 
cattle 
and horses take 
on more lively, 
glossy shades of color and more silky 
hair if we renew on the Pacific Coast tlie 
practice of our fathers on the A tlantic slope 
of salting all our stock a t least once a week, 
whether on Sunday or any other morning. 
Right here let us also call attention to the 
general neglect among farmers of salting their 
hay as they put it into the stack or hay­ 
mow. 
H ay requires a few handfulls of salt 
for each load, to preserve it, and give it that 
soft, pliable condition that renders it attrac­ 
tive and nutritious to animals. 
We have no 
belief in the theory that our soil furnishes the 
necessary salt for cattle-grazing or for the 
preservation of hay in the stack or mow. 
The sooner we get rid of this false notion the 
better for the stock-raising interests of the 
coast. 


care of its

covered again with weeds and wild wood. 
The fact th at our climate and soil were so 
admirably adapted to fruit culture had been 
established beyond dispute, and among the 
thoughtful it was peifectly plain that the 
golden age of fruit culture was yet to be ex­ 
perienced. 
Experim ents in the mode of dry­ 
ing fruits by the use of dryiug-houses and 
evaporating machinery, and in preserving 
them in a green Btate in hermetically-sealed 
cans, w ire going on both here and elsewhere, 
and in a few years both processes were 
brought to such a degree of perfection that 
the problem of a m arket for California fruit 
was favorably solved. 
Contemporaneously 
with the solution of this problem there ap­ 
peared another drawback in the shape of 
insects th at supped the life of the trees by 
fastening upon their bodies and limbs and 
drinking their life’s blood, and that pene­ 
trated the fruit itseif and transformed the 
bright promise to the eye into a bitter 
disappointment in the hand. We know, how­ 
ever, that this iast drawback can be over­ 
come, that there is not iu nature an evil for 
which there is not a remedy, and knowing 
this we are sanguine iu the belief th at we are 
just entiling upon the golden age of fruit 
culture iu California. 
Let every man’s hand 
be turned against the -e peats of the orcnard, 
these menaces of the future greatest industry 
of our tóate, and but a few years w ill;office 
to stam p them 
out 
to 
such a degree 
that they vviil uo longer give us serious 
trouble. 
We have already found abundant 
and effective remedies for the scale bug and 
the codling moth, and we now only w ant to 
secme a general and thorough application of 
then? remedies wherever they have put iu an 
appearance, whether in an orchard of ten or 
art hundred thousand trees, or in a door-yard 
where a single tree is found; and we must, 
not neglect the deserted and 
abandoned 
places, where no one iares for the few trees 
left to m ark the place of a miner’s c ilin or a 
seller's ranch. 
Let the war th at we have 
declared against these insects be made thor­ 
ough and complete. 
Let us impress upon all 
who have a fruit tree or love fruit the great 
truth th at frnit as well as other crops can 
only be preseived by labor. 
This labor mu-.t 
be performed in the proper tim e and in an in­ 
telligent manner, and where so performed it 
will be comparatively light and surely effec­ 
tive. 
H aving destroyed the crop of in­ 
ju riáis 
insects, 
we 
should 
turn 
our 
attention 
to 
thinning 
out 
the 
fruit 
on 
all 
trees 
too 
heavily 
laden 
to perfect the crop. 
A few days’ labor in 
thinning out the apples, pears, peaches and 
other fruit in many an orchard in this State 
will pay to the owner $100 a day. 
Then 
another thing m ust be looked after by all 
who would make success in the cultivation of 
fruit. 
W e refer to the perfect drainage of 
all stagnant water from the soil. 
V> hile we 
sympathize with the orange culturists of 
Florida on account of the complete destruc­ 
tion of their orange groves, and while we 
regret to 1 urn of a like fate to the peach 
orchards of New Jersey and Delaware, these 
occurrences nevertheless 
have a buoyant 
tendency fir these industries in our State, 
and go to confirm ns iu the opinion th at us­ 
are ju st entering upon the golden age of fruit 
culture in tlie Golden State of the I’acitic. 


Clean the Orchards. 
The experience of orchardists for the-past 
few years, in the loss of apples and pears by 
the codling moth larvie should wake them up 
to a vigorous effort now to clean their orchards 
of these pests. 
Now is the tim e to begin the 
work and to continue it through the season. 
The first thing to be done is to prepare some 
cheap canvas spreads or blankets to spread 
around the body of the trees, on the ground, 
so as to catch all the loo.-e bark th at may be 
scraped down upon it. 
Then procure from a 
Hardware store what the sailors use as a deck- 
scraptr, or grind up an old hos, grinding the 
blade a little concave so th at it will fit the 
rounded body of the tree. 
H aving spread 
the blanket around the roots of the tree, 
U se the hoe or scraper in scraping the body 
of the tree, till all the loose bark and scales 
of bark have been removed. 
W ith this bark 
yon will scrape down all the codling moth 
larvie and catch them on the canvas or 
blanket. 
Re careful to pile all these scrap­ 
ings and larvie in a heap and burn them. 
This being done, brush each body or tree stem 
with a strong wash of whale oil soap, crude 
petroleum or potash solution. 
A whitewash 
brush may be used in washing the body. 
Then wrap a strap of old sack around each 
tree stem in such a way th at a worm crawl­ 
ing up it will naturally find a good place 
under the wrapper for a nest. 
To make it 
sure of the object two wrappers may be used, 
one above the other. 
About every ten days 
all summer examine each of the wrappers, 
and destroy all the codling moth larvae found 
under it. 
Let each man who has an orchard, 
or an apple or pear tree on his farm, or in his 
door-yard, take the trouble to perform these 
th inis as directed and he will have good, 
sound fruit, and the fruit crop of the State 
will be worth doable or quadruple what it 
will be if these things be not done. 
W ho will 
neglect so simple and perfect a means of 
securing good fruit? The cost will hardly be 
a consideration, and the work will be but 
little ; the im portant consideration is to do it 
and tap the rich reward of a little care. 


The Golden Age of Fruit Culture in Cali­ 
fornia 
For the past few years the impression has 
been gaining ground th at the golden age oí 
fruit culture iu California was rapidly de­ 
parting. 
All early Californians will remem­ 
ber that from 1855 to 1865 all kinds of fruit 
grown here seemed absolutely perfect. 
Our 
apples and [rears grew to a much greater size 
than the same varieties were ever known to 
attain east of the Rocky mountains, or in 
any country in the old world, and as to form 
and color they were abs rlutely perfection. 
Not a blemish appeared to remind us of the 
insects th at had gives us so much trouble in 
the orchards of the countries we had come 
from. 
Tlie same was also true of the peach, 
the apricot, the plum and the cherry. 
The 
perfect 
exemption 
from all the draw­ 
backs 
to fruit culture in 
other 
coun­ 
tries gave 
to onr State, 
and not im­ 
properly, 
the appellation 
of the 
Kden 
of th8 fruit-grower. 
All we lacked then was 
a m arket for the fruits we grew so perfectly 
and so abundantly. 
W ith a m arket at good 
prices for ail we could produce those early 
times would indeed have been the golden age 
of fruit culture in California. 
It is true that 
some enterprising cultivators in favored lo­ 
calities reaped golden harvests from the sale 
of the fruit crops, but no general prosperity 
could be sustained where so large a propor­ 
tion of the fruit produced went to decay un­ 
der the trees. 
A bu-iness that did not pay 
was 
naturally neglected, 
and 
many an 
orchard th at had 
been 
the pride 
and 


Scalc-Bug Remedies, 
j 
Two effective remedies have been found for 
the San Jose scale bug, th at has been creat- 
' ing such havoc among the fruit trees in th at 


i vicinity. 
These are crude petroleum and a 
strong solution of concentrated ash lye and 
I water. 
Both are applied by washing the 
stems of the trees and showering the tops by 
tbe use of force-pumps throwing the solution 
' through finely perforated nozzles. 
For a few 
trees a common syringe with a similar nozzle 
can be used._________ _______ 


The D airy—Summer Butter. 
Though somewhat long, we append in full 
the following from an Ashtabula county cor­ 
respondent, who has had tine success in mak­ 
ing and disposing of his dairy butter. 
He 
proposes to keep his entire summer’s product 
, this season to realize next fall’s prices, so 
I confident is he with his soda and brine pro­ 
cess of manufacture : “ Most dairymen know 
j how to make goed butter in cool weather, but 
there are comparatively few who do in warm 
weather, when they could make as good, 
if not better, butter, if there was only 
; more 
strict 
attention in regard to the 
condition of the cream before churning. 
My 
experience has taught me th at not only is 
better bn Iter made, but enough more to pay 
for all the extra expense and trouble, the dif­ 
ference being from 5 to 10 per cent, more but­ 
ter. 
1 have found the best mode of setting 
to be deep setting, using cans about nine 
I inches in diameter and twenty inches deep, 
and placed in a tank large enough to hold 
’ four milkings. 
I cool the milk as much as 
is possible with water (ice being a great 
help if it can be had) the first twelve hours ; 
then take it out and let the cans stand 
covered in the open air until the cream be­ 
comes slightly acid, when it is put into the 
tank again and cooled to about tiity-eight or 
sixty degrees, and then draw the milk from 
under the cream. 
1 have found a fifteen-gal- 
Ion tin churn tire best, which will churn from 
fitteen to twenty pounds of butter, it beii g 
convenient 
for 
keeping 
the 
cream 
as 
well as cooling before and while churn­ 
ing. 
I 
have 
had the best 
success 
in 
commencing churning at sixty degrees in 
! warm weather, and not allowing it to 
get above 62 degrees while churning (there 
always being a perceptible loss when allowed 
1 1 get warmer than that), and gathering the 
butter at 60 degrees, when I draw the but- 
term ila and wash with water which is about 
4S degrees. 
I wash in two to three waters 
as quickly as possible, and after working out 
all the water and butterm ilk I can I salt with 
about seven-eights of an ounce of salt to the 
pound, working the salt by using the churn. 
I then work the butter from the sides of the 
churn 
with 
a 
butter 
ladle 
and 
em pty into a butter dish, and immedi­ 
ately work in a trough butter 
worker, 
until the salt is well worked through, but not 
enough to make the butter soft or sticky ; 
when I jiack ready for market. 
I prefer to 
do in this way because I think onr butter has 
kept better than when we let it stand twenty 
four hours before working. We have the last 
year used soda, putting it into the cream jnst 
before churning- at the rate of one third to 
one-fourth tablespoonful to the gallon. Our 
cream has come from one third to one- 
fourth sooner, 
and 
the 
butterm ilk, 
in 
warm weather, has not troubled about 
thickening, 
consequently 
washing easier, 
and I am well satisfied the butter has kept 
better than it did before we used soda. 
In warm weather I have found the first 
two hours after daylight the only time 
I 
could 
satisfactorily 
carry 
out 
my 
plan, 
but have been able to keep the 
tem perature 1 iw enough to keep my butter 
hard and pack it well when the thermometer 
stood at 86’ in the shade. I salt my butter in 
the churn, because I can keep it from warm ­ 
ing less than to work it in a bntter-worker.

How the Feople Worshiped and Honored 
the Poet, Victor Hugo—The Mardi 
Gras Celebration. 


P a r i s , March 6 , 1881. 


The clouds in the heaven3 had been gath­ 
ering for some tim e, ready to again trail 
upon the ground w inter s m antle, before 
opening the door of spring, bu t th ey hesi­ 
tated before sending down th eir 
soft, 
feathery flakes, for fear of disturbing tho 
w hite-haired poet in his trium ph after a 
life-tim e of earnest labor. 
So on Sunday 
last th e clouds rem ained stationary, the 
day was not unpleasant, and it w as only 
on the following m orning th a t all Paris was 
covered w ith snow—the2S th of beliruary * 
a circum stance m ost unusual, and w hich 
caused the oldest citizens to open their 
eves in w onder. 
W h at a j- 0 . 
N ever in 
tire id story of m odern civilization have 
such honors been tendered to living m ortal, 
not w ith regard to splendor and richness, 
b u t in ihe general heartfelt adulation of an 
entire people. 
No persons of m arked au­ 
thority suggested or superintended the af­ 
fair ; no special ceremony was dictated, but 
all came forw ard w ith anxious pleading 
voices to beg the privilege of giving expres­ 
sion to their adm iration and gratitude ; for 
V ictor lingo does not belong to th e lit­ 
erary w orld ; he has been the friend of -he 
peopie, 
TH E FR IEN D OF HUM ANITY, 
Their greatest iuspirer of all th a t is ele­ 
vating and ennobling. 
He has been at the 
head of all generous movem ents through­ 
out the civil zed world, and on this occa­ 
sion the different peoples have proved to 
him th a t they are not ungiateful. 
Even 
th e m ost devoted friends of the poet re­ 
garded the plan w ith incredulity, for they 
could not calculate the am ount of venera­ 
tion which fills the hearts of the French, 
people for th eir eublime poet, and the in ­ 
tim ation was scarcely given of a fete to be 
offered him w hen he was perfectly deluged 
w ith letters expressive of profound adm i­ 
ration. 
These letters came from all parts 
of France, from individuals, from corpora­ 
tions, from colleges, from other countries 
as far off’ as A m erica and Mexico on one 
side, and T urkey and E gypt on tlie other, 
all tending to prove th a t great men belong 
to no country but to all the w orld capable 
of appreciating them . 
Two days before 
the fete, the Republic, w ishing to be fo ri- 
m ost in its congratulations, sent to the post 
a beautiful Sevres vase, which was carried 
to him by the Prim e M inister, Jules 
Ferry-, accompanied 
by liis Secretaries, 
and who made him a com plim entary speech, 
stating th a t the state m anufactories had 
been in stitu ted w ith th e view of making 
presents to princes and crowned heads, but 
th at the R epublican G overnm ent was more 
than proud to offer this gift to th e prince 
of intelligence. 
The vase is an amphora, 
w ith double handles, iu deep blue Sevres 
m ounted in gilded bronze. 
Its neck is 
ornam ented w ith graceful cameos. 
On the 
frieze ti e nephew Fragonard had painted 
scenes from the “ Zouenr ” of Regnard. 
A t tho bottom of the vase can be read this 
inscription, engraved in gold letters : “ Li 
Oottverri.-menle. de la Itepubligue, a 1 ¡dor 
H ugo, ,.'7 ft:crier, 1881.” 
T he evening 
previous to the fete, the great poet, on 
returning home from the Senate, found a 
magnificent bouquet sent him from the 
President of th e Republic, am 
also an 
enormous couronne composed of w hite lilies 
and red and tea roses, w ith the following 
address em broidered in gold on red inoire 
silk : 
“ A 
Victor 
H uyo. 
L a Comedie 
Francaise, 20 ftv rie r. 1881.” 
On ribbons 
of red satin were inscribed th e titles of 
V ictor H ugo’s dram as represented a t the 
T heatre Francais : “ H ernani,” “ Le Rui 
s’A m use,” “ A ngelo,” “ Les B urgraves,” 
“ M arion de Lorine,” “ R uy B ias.” 


MONEY WAS SENT 
From the different surrounding countries 
to the friends of th e poet, requesting them 
to buy a bouquet for the object of their 
profound adm iration, from Sw itzerland, 
Belgium, and even Turkey ; besides, Nice 
and all the southern cities Bent th e ir m ost 
fragrant and choicest flowers, 
arranged 
w ith th a t a rt and exquisite taste for which 
th e French are renowned. 
The city au­ 
thorities had tw o V enetian arches con­ 
structed on the Avenue d’Eylan cf eighteen 
m eters high, designed and executed by the 
firm employed for public fetes, and they 
were of a m ost superb effect. 
A t th e sum ­ 
m it were the initials “ R. F . f o u r escutch­ 
eons were attached bearing on each side the 
names of the poet's work9. 
These posts 
were ornam ented w ith tw enty-four flags in 
the m idst of evergreens, besides golden 
lances of th e middle ages, w ith blue and 
roso-colored banners. 
The tw o columns 
were united by rose-colored drapery fringed 
with gold and bearing tho inscription, 
“ Victor H uyo— N e U ¿7 ftvrier, 1802.” 
On the 27th, a t 10 o’clock in the morning, 
the house of the poet in the interior was a 
vast sea of flowers, 
where one stifled 
am idst sw eet perfum es, while on th e ou t­ 
side, the wall was tapestried w ith ever­ 
greens and oouronnes sent by both indi­ 
viduals and societies. 
So as to escape all 
accidents th e school children arrived at 
th a t hour and proceeded in line to the 
poet’s dwelling, headed by a bevy of little 
girls in blue, red and white, and carrying 
banners of the same color. 
They m arched 
to the door, and were adm itted, w hen one 
of the little girls, on seeing the poet, re­ 
cited 
SOME CHARM ING VERSES 
W ritten for the occasion, and in which she 
claimed a kiss for them all from yram l- 
pere. 
V ictor Hugo accepted the different 
bouquets tendered him by the children, 
and kissing th e little speaker, said he kissed 
them all in her, and he also kissed th e lit 
tie girl who bore the banner w ith the in­ 
scription, “ L'art d'etre grand-pere.” 
Mr. 
H erold, Prefect of the Seine, next called 
and presented his children to V ictor Hugo, 
w ho brought him bouquets. 
The children, 
who did not enter the house, as they moved 
away in procession called out th a t they 
wished to see the poet, when he came to 
the window sm iling and bowing to them . 
They then cried w ith one voice, “ Vive 
Victor H ugo,” and threw kisses to him 
w ith both hands as loDg as th ey could 
see him. 
A t half-past 11 the glided bust 
of the Republic th at the sculptor Francia 
had ju st sent to V ictor Hugo was placed 
before the house, when the crowd which 
began to collect tilled the air w ith cries : 


“ Vive Vidor H u g o !” 
“ Vive la Itepub- 
ligue !” 
From th a t m oment one began to 
perceive in th e distance on th e side of the 
Arc dc Triom phe a black mass w ith various 
banners tow eringabovethem . The m embers 
of the Com mittee of Organization, w ith the 
commissioners of the fete, were a t their 
post, and extended before th e house blue 
and red ribbons, as a sort of barrier, while 
they w aited the approach of the crowd. 
N ot a single sergent de ville was to be seen 
in the avenue, as the commissioners them ­ 
selves desired to keep the avenue free for 
the procession, and everything was pre­ 
pared in the most perfect order, while joy 
only was depicted on all countenances. 


A W ONDERFUL DEMONSTRATION. 
A t forty m inutes past 11 another depu­ 
tation of school children arrived, when 
V ictor Hugo placed himself a t the window 
betw een his two grandchildren and saluted 
them as they passed. 
J u s t then appeared 
the deputation of the M unicipal Council, 
preceded by tw o ushers. 
They all stood 
w ith uncovered heads beDeath V ictor H u­ 
go’s window. 
A fter a few m om ents of 
profound silence, the poet pronounced the 
following speech, interrupted a t each sen­ 
tence by applause and cries of “ Vive Vic­ 
tor H uyo:” “ I salute Paris. 
I greet the 
immense city. 
I salute it not in m y name, 
for I am nothing, but in the name of all 
th at lives, reasons, thinks, loves and hopes 


here below. 
Cities are consecrated places ; 
tney are the workshops of divine work. 
Divine work is hnnian work. 
It remains 
hum an so long as it is individual. 
So soon 
as it becomes collective, so soon as its ob­ 
ject is greater th an the artisan, it becomes 
divine. 
The work of the fields is human, 
work of cities is divine. 
From tim e to 
tim e history places a sign on a city, a 
unique sign. 
H istory in four thousand 
years thus m arks three cities, w hich re­ 
sume all the effort of civilization. 
T hat 
which A thens has been for Greek an­ 
tiquity ; th a t which Rome has been for 
Roman antiquity, Paris to day is for E u­ 
rope, for America, for the civilized uni­ 
verse. 
I t is th e city and it is the world. 
H e who speaks to Paris, speaks to the 
whole world. 
Urbi et orbi. 
Thus, I, the 
hum ble passer-by, who have b ut m y share 
of the right to all, in the name of cities, 
of all the cities, of th e cities of Europe 
and of A m erica and o< the civilized world, 
from A thens as far as New York, from 
London to Moscow—in th y name, Rome, 
in thy name, Berlin, I glorify w ith love 
and I salute the sacred city, Paris.” 


T11F. PROCESSION. 
In the 
m eantim e the procesc-ion ap- 
pri ached, and the M arseillaise filled t e 
air. 
A t 12 o’clock the defile began, when 
V ictor Hugo again stationed himself at bis 
window betw een his little Jeanne and 
George. 
There was then presented a most 
marvelous spectacle, such a= had never be­ 
fore been seen ; from noonday until night, 
w ithout interm ission, line a sea forever 
m ounting, th e wave of the population did 
not cease to flow before the home, while 
crying, “ Vive V ictor Hugo 1” 
All seemed 
m ixed up in th a t great crowd— hi es.- coats, 
blouses, casquines, hats, soldiers in their 
different uniforms, old women, young g irls; 
m others iu passing raised their ei ildren iu 
th eir arm s th a t they m ight see the great 
p o et; m any persons wept, and it was in­ 
deed one of the grandest and most affect­ 
ing spectacles this, of a whole people 
w ith hands 
raised tow ards genius. 
I t 
seemed as though all souls were con­ 
founded in one sublime thought. 
Several 
groups, in 
passing before 
the 
house, 
after 
Laving 
acclaimed 
and 
saluted 
the 
poet, deposited 
on 
th e threshold 
th eir couronnes or their souvenirs. 
The 
room occupied by th e p o tt was soon filled 
w ith addresses and caskets. 
Among them 
was a magnificent gold chiseled pen, sent 
by his adm irers of Saint Q uentin ; also, a 
couronne of oak in green bronze, attached 
by a massive gold ribbon, sent by the 
Gercle of the same city. 
A beautiful 
couronne bore the inscription, “ Lea F ran­ 
cais de Cali/ornie.” 
M edals were offered 
by different societies^ and a large book, 
richly bound, bearing tlie title “ Barni 
Vicktora H uga,” was presented to the 
poet. 
Tiiis volume was a translation of 
V ictor H ugo’s works in the 
Tebeque 
language, th at of the “ Legend-- d - Sieclee.” 
In a rich blotting-book, w ith a carved 
bronze binding and corners of enamel, 
incrusted w ith gold and silver, was an ad­ 
dress, w ritten on parchm ent, 
from the 
Vienna 
literary society, La Concordia. 
All the singing societies assisted at 


THIS GRAND CEREMONY ; 
All th e corporations carried th eir banners. 
The Society of tlie Men of L etters opened 
the m arch, followed by the scholars of the 
H igh N orm al School carrying an enormous 
couronne of laurels w ith violet ribbons, the 
color of th e U niversity. 
A society of 
young men called the “ L ec tu re” brought 
a table covered w ith w hite lilacs and roses, 
and all brought som ething in their hands, 
if b u t a branch of palm leaves. 
The syn­ 
dicate cham ber of bakers, of clock makers, 
of copper workers, and all other organiza­ 
tions were represented. 
I t would be im ­ 
possible to describe the avenue a t 2 o’ciock 
in the day ; the sidewalks were covered 
w ith an enormous crow d; the houses were 
all decorated w ith flags; the)balconies 
were covered w ith people, even to the 
house-tops ; they were seen on th e fences 
in every possible space, and the trees were 
all tilled w ith children, perched up on tbe 
branches Pke some strange dark fruit. 
The crowd 
moving 
on 
seemed 
never 
to finish, and iu 
all th at great num ­ 
ber of 
hum an beings which filled the 
entire space of the wide avenue, order was 
not broken for a single instant, and no 
tu m ult occurred in thatt procession of an 
entire city. 
H ere passed before the house 
of the poet from 12 o'clock until 7 in the 
evening an average of 100,000 persons an 
hour, and th e great man w hom all had 
come to do homage sat the entire tim e at 
his window crowned w ith his w hite hair 
like some snow-top m ountains w atching 
the waves of tlie sea. 
Those cries, those 
salutes, those bouquets, those palms, those 
laurels, those chants and all th a t music, 
those hundreds of thousands of men, women 
and children created the m ost beautifully 
pacific m anifestation th a t hum an thought 
may conjecture. 
I t was the m ost touch­ 
ing and noble spectacle ever given to 
France, and not only will it rem ain a 
memorable date in the life of the poet, but 
a r illustrious one in the national history of 
iiis country. 
MARDI GRAS. 
M ardi Gras has come and gone w ith 
scarcely an echo of its past clamor and joy- 
oneness. 
The sun shone through strange 
caprice, for the cold wind sent the th er­ 
m ometer far below freezing-point, and of 
all the year the day of M ardi Gras was the 
coldest. 
The general holiday and the sun­ 
light caused all the inhabitants of the city 
to seek the streets and boulevards, and 
trying to catch a glimpse of some passing 
mask was an excuse for leisurely strolling 
in th eir prom enade. 
All looked in vain for 
a procession of some kind or a fancy cos­ 
tum e, and when some poor mask did come 
along he was sure to create a sensation, for 
hundreds of eyes were bent upon him 
which seemed to silently ask : 
“ Is th a t 
the Carnival ?” 
No, not even tho ghost of 
a carnival, and those who strove, through 
th eir feeble endeavors, to resurrect this 
fantastic creature of the past seemed to 
feel how hopeless were their efforts. 
Oc­ 
casionally a rush would be made to the 
curb-stones when music was heard ap­ 
proaching, hu t the audience soon gave 
vent to expressions of dissatisfaction as 
wagons and carriages passed 
by gaily 
decorated, and bearing the advertisem ent 
of some obscure firm for selling ready­ 
made clothes or for moving furniture. 
The last rem nants of the Carnival a t Taris 
have been taken possession of by advertis­ 
ing industries, th a t is, w hat th e children 
have not monopolized ; for, since some 
years past, the little ones have considered 
it their exclusive privilege to represent 
th e carnival all by themselves on M ardi 
Gras. 
Even they this year, owing to the 
extrem e cold weather or from inexplicable 
indifference, had 


ABANDONED THE CARNIVAL 
To its fate. 
Occas.onally a little peasant 
girl, a princess, a knight, or a follie would 
be seen, b u t whereas fancy costumes were 
rare; num erous little children of the poor 
were decked out with paper costum es or 
f 


irinents of various colors, w ithout any 
istinct intention of representing anything 
or anybody ; and sometimes it was only a 
bright apron around the fat little body, or 
a red cap on top of the brown curls, and 
children and parents wandered on as happy 
and contented with themselves as though 
robed in conventional satin. 
The only real 
gaiety of th e occasion was to be found in 
the evening in the Quartier Latin, where 
th e students never neglect an opportunity 
to give expression to their suppressed 
hilarity. 
From early in the evening until 
morning the boulevard SaiDt M ichel was 
crowded w ith masks—young men repre­ 
senting old men, and the younger they 
were th e older they tried to be ; students 
in women’s clothes of 
-arions fashions ; 
vonng women in men’s clothes, some as 
law yers and doctors ; while not a few, dis­ 
guised as students, sat before th e cafes 
w ith their feet upon a chair and cigars in 
th eir m ouths, all laughing, talkiDg, calling 
to each other : boys kissing the girls, and 
girls flirting w ith their fans—a regular 
hubbub of hilarity and confusion, th at we 
may well exclaim ; “ W hat a frolic !"

Some Plain Words 
One is sometimes painfully impressed 
when in a large gathering of 
peop e, 
w hether a t i pera-house or church, by the 
expression of discontent on the faces of 
the women. 
I t is an interesting experi­ 
m ent to fancy one’s self inside another s 
head, and to speculate upon ju st w hat 
thoughts and emotions have draw n the 
facial muscles into their peculiar forms. 
Occasionally a woman is seem iu whom 
there appears to be no correspondence be­ 
tw een the soul and the muscles, some 
strange dise.ve haying made the latter im­ 
movable and incapable of perform ing their 
functions, bu t generally the “ m ind’s con­ 
stru c tio n ” may be read or guessed a t from 
the expression of the face. 
I t is clear 
enough th a t in many cases a well-defined 
discontent is felt ; they are dissatisfied w ith 
th eir surroundings ; often the one gr< at 
trouble about dress is enough to account 
for the turning down of 
the 
corners 
of the m outh, the unpleasant look about 
the eyes, and even for the tw o little 
wrinkles over the nose. I t is not easy, and 
one doesn’t feel happy if she really longs for 
a sealskin jacket, to be obliged to take up 
w ith som ething lar cheaper and Ie;S be­ 
coming. 
“ M y uncle T o b y ” noted this 
fact, and speaks with some degree of 
sym pathy of those women who “ couldn’t 
have silk and so w ouldn’t have calico.” 
B ut this indication of discontent is not 
alw ays to be accounted for iu th is way. I t 
is seen when so far as outw ard circum ­ 
stances are concerned there is nothing left 
to wish for. 
They have home, friends, 
money, position, and even th a t inner satis­ 
faction w hich red .ion is able to give, b a t 
they do not know w hat to do w ith them ­ 
selves. 
They have received good educa­ 
tions, as the world goes ; they are usunlly 
w hat is called cultivated ladies ; they have 
accomplishm ents and some acquirem ents, 
b u t they are not contented, from the fact 
th a t they have nothing specific to do. 
It 
is not enough simply to live, to do the 
every-day duties which fall to their lot, 
w ithout need ot applause. 
They are not 
sufficient unto them selves; 
th eir educa­ 
tion, so far as it has affected them , has un­ 
fitted them for a commonplace and hum ­ 
drum life. 
They are not content to do 
common things nobly. 
Some great, inde­ 
finite achievem ent seenis to beckon them 
on aw ay from those duties which lie close 
beside and before them , and the feeling 
operates so pow erfully th a t it is w ritten 
indelibly upon th e face. 
There can be b u t 
one remedy for it, and th a t is first to le- 
cognize tb e trouble, and then w ith all the 
energy of one’s nature to accept life as it 
is, and m ake the m ost of it. 
No wom an’s 
life need be u tterly w ithout atm osphere 
while music and literature and nature in its 
varied forms rem ain to be studied. 
I be­ 
lieve th a t no woman ever lived who had 
not som ething which she ought todo, and it 
is possible fur her to cultivate th at h abit of 
m ind which finds expression in W ords­ 
w orth’s ode to “ Duty : 
“ N or know we 
anything so fair as is the smile upon thy 
face.”—[E. W . B. 


Household Notes. 


K n it t e d 
S l ip p e r s .—These 
are 
best 
k n itted according to pattern. 
Take a 
piece of paper an I cut out the exact shape 
and size of the fronts required. 
N ow cast 
on as many stitches as may be needed for 
the toe. 
Needles No. 10 to 13 will be 
found 
a 
convenient 
size, anil double 
zephyr, single zephyr, or G erm antow n wool 
m ay be m od. W ith double zephyr and No. 
13 needles, 11 or 12 stitches will lie quite 
wide enough for an ordinary toe. Now knit 
in rows, plain k nitting, backw ard and for­ 
ward, increasing one at th e beginning of 
each row, till th e instep is deep enough. 
Some prefer a low instep, others a high one. 
W hen it is long enough to suit, cast off all 
excepting 10 or 12 stitches, or as m any as 
were cast on for the toe. 
K nit these 
stitches backw ard and forward till you 
have a band long enough to go around the 
heel and back to the other side of th e in­ 
step. 
Then cast off, sew the loose end of 
the band to the instep, and the principal 
part of the slipper is completed. 
The in- 
creasings had better be m ade on the second 
stitch. 
Slip the first, then knit one into 
the front and another into the back of the 
next stitch —in other words, one plain 
stitch and one tw ist stitch into th e second 
loop. 
P u t these increasings in ofteuer or 
otherw ise than directed above if the pat­ 
tern requires it. 
This, it will be seen, is 
simple and p lair— w ithout a single scrap 
of ornam ent. 
If 
ornam ent 
is 
w anted 
a p re tty open p attern may be worked 
down th e front from the toe to the in­ 
step. 
An easy exam ple of this is the 
peacock’s tail pattern. 
A fter th e sides 
are finished, a row of crochet may be 
w orked around the top of the opening, aud 
on the second row 1 treble, 2 ch. d o s s 2 ; 
repeat all around. 
T his forms a row of 
holes, through which a narrow ribbon may 
he run w ith a bow in front. 
Instead of 
this the stitches around the opening may 
be picked up w ith finer needles than have 
been used for the front and sides, and half 
a dozen to a dozen plain rows knitted all 
around, or this piece may be ribbed, like 
th e top of a stocking. 
If a knitted lining 
is w anted, take Angora or other soft wool, 
and w ork pieces to m atch the others. 
These can be joined together before the 
sole is sewn on. 
M ith Angora knitted 
lining and lam b’s wool soles, a very snug, 
comfortable slipper can thus be m ade.— 
[N ew Y ork Tribune. 


H o m in y 
M u f f in s . — H aving washed a 
p int 
of sm all hominy through tw o 
or 
three w aters, pour boiling w ater on it, 
cover aud let it soak for several hours. 
Then p ut it into a thick saucepan w ith 
half a pint of boiling w ater, and let it boil 
u n til soft enough to mash : drain it and 
mix it well w ith a piut of w hite corn meal 
or w heat flour, a little salt and a pint and 
one-half of m ilk in which tw o tablespoon­ 
fuls of b u tter have been m elted. 
W hen 
the b u tter is nearly cold add four table­ 
spoonfuls of yeast, cover it, and set it in a 
warm place, until very light, w ith the su r­ 
face covered w ith bubbles. 
B utter some 
m utlin rings, set them on a hot griddle, 
pour into each a portion of th e m ixture 
and bake them brown on both sides, Send 
them to table accordingly as they are done, 
pull them open w ith your fingers and b u t­ 
ter them quickly. 
E gg N gg.—Take 
six egg9 for a half­ 
gallon of m ilk, and, say, about a q uarter of 
a pound of sugar. 
Beat the eggs and sugar 
together in a bowl, grate a sm all portion of 
nutm eg w ith it after it is well beaten ; add 
the liquor to cook the eggs ; then add the 
m ilk ; if it is not sw eet enough nor strong 
enough add more sugar or liqnor until it 
suits your taste. 
From these six eggs re ­ 
m ember to reserve th e w hites of tw o ; beat 
them until they come to a stiff froth, then 
stir through some of the m ixture already 
made, and p ut it on top to ornam ent. 
On 
top of the whole grate a little nutm eg. 
I 
th in k rum or brandy the best to m ake it of, 
bu t if vou prefer use w hisky, if it is good.— 
[H. H.' 


C h o c o l a t e P u d d i n g . — Scald together a 
quart of imlk and three ounces of grated 
chocolate. 
Set it away until cold and then 
add the beaten yolkB of five eggs and one 
cup of sugar. 
Bake about twenty-five 
minutes. 
Beat the whites of the eggB to a 
stiff froth, spread over the top of the 
pudding and brown them slightly in the 
oven. 
This pudding should be served very 
cold. 


T o m a t o S o u r.—Take eight good-sized 
tomatoes, or half a can of tomatoes-—the 
solid portion ; cu t them up and put them 
to boil w ith tw o quarts of soup stock and 
a bouquet of herbs. 
W hen well cooked 
thicken w ith a little flour, sm oothed and 
dissolved in a little cold w ater. 
Then 
strain all through a sieve ; repeat a little, 
and add butter, salt and pepper to taste. 


C h ic k e n 
P ie . — Take tw o full-grown 


chickens (or more if they are sm alli, dis­ 
joint them and cut the backbone, etc., as 
sm all as convenient. 
Boil them w ith a few 
slices of salt pork in w ater enough to cover 
them ; let them boil quite te n d e r; then 
take out the breastbone. 
A fter they boil, 
and th e scum is taken off, pu t in a little 
onion, cu t very fine, not enough to taste 
distinctly, but ju st enough to flavor a lit­ 
tle ; rub some parsley very fine when dry, 
or cut fine when green—-this gives a pleas­ 
ant flavor. 
Season well w ith pepper ami 
salt and 
a few ounces of 
good fresh 
butter. 
W hen all is cooked well, have 
liquid enough to cover the chicken ; then 
beat up tw o eggs and stir in, also some 
sw eet cream. 
Line a five quart pan w ith a 
crust made like soda biscuit, only more 
shortening ; pu t in the chicken aud liquid ; 
then cover w ith a crust the same as the 
lining. 
M ake an opening for the steam to 
escape. 
Bake till the crust is done, and 
you will have a good chicken pie. 


H a r d 
S o a p. —Slake three pounds of 
lime in a gallon of boiling soft w ater. Add 
six 
pounds of washing soda and three 
gallons of boiling soft w ater. 
Boil to­ 
gether fifteen m inutes, th n let it settle 
and pour off' the clear liquid, replacing it 
w ith tw o gallons more of boiling soft 
w ater. 
Put six pounds of clean fat into 
the clear solution and boil it for tw o hours ; 
drain the second w ater from th e lime and 
soda and add it by degrees when there is 
danger of the m ixture boiling over. 
It 
should be, when done, of the consistency 
of honey. 
T ry a litrle by cooling in a 
saucer, and when th ick enough put in a 
teacupful of salt and tu rn it into a wet 
tub. 
W hen firm cut it into bars ; place 
on 3 lioard to dry slow!y. 
Rapid drying 
will make it crack. 
Vou w ill have about 
forty pounds of good soap, firmer than 
made w ith potash. 
I t should not be used 
for tw o or three months. 


B u c k w h e a t C a k e s . - Three parts by 
m easure of buckw heat flour to one p art of 
graham flour, aud m ix w ith butterm ilk in­ 
stead of w ater. 
K eeping buckw heat h at­ 
te r is often very troubles me, especially in 
tr.ild w eather. 
I t can b<- kept perfectly 
sw eet by pouring cold w ater over th a t left 
from one morning, and which is intended 
to be used for raising the next m orning’s 
cakes. 
Fill th e vessel entirely fu’l of 
w ater, and p u t in a cool placa. 
W hen 
ready to use pour off th e w ater, which ab­ 
sorbs the acid ity .—[H arper’s Bazar. 


T o il e t S o a p. —M ake the lye in the m an­ 
ner ju st described, use nice lard or beef 
tallow ; add eight our. v* of glycerine ju st 
before taking up, and stir until nearly 
cool. 
Perfum e w ith oil of alm onds and 
cassia, or use th e oil of casria w ith oil of 
bergam ot or rose geranium. 
The soap may 
be colored red w ith tincture of dragon’s 
blood or yellow w ith a little anuotto. 


F l o r id a 
W a t e r . — Dissolve half 
an 
ounce each of oil of lemon, oil of lavender 
and oil of bergam ot, and half a drachm 
each of oil of cinnamon and oil of cloves in 
a q u art of the best dtodoriz d alcohol. 
A dd tw o quarts of filtered w ater and bot­ 
tle for use in the toilet. 


P o n t in e So a p—May be made by adding 
to a portion of the tiucolored toilet soap 
half its w eight of finely powdered pumice 
stone. 
W ork it in thoroughly and m ake 
into balls. 
I t will be found excellent for 
roughness of the skin, as w ell as for clean­ 
ing very dirty bauds.

All th e principal light-hnuses in France 
are soon to be provided w ith electric light­ 
ing apparatus. 
The contracts have been 
already awarded. 
The piercing of another of the spherical 
tunnels of the St. G othard R ailw ay—th a t 
a t W attingen, 1,000 m eters long—has just 
been completed. 
I t is confidently antici­ 
pated th a t w ithin a few m onths all the 
m inor tunnels on the lin ts of access will be 
completed. 
A t Cape M endocino tw o ribs of some 
m arine anim al have been dug ou t of a bank, 
far above tne modern tide m ark. 
Toe ribs 
are 18 feet long ar.d 20 inches in diam eter 
at the end w here th ey connect w ith the 
vertebra? column, aud tue estim ated weight 
of each is S00 pounds, 
. 
I t has generally been supposed th at when 
carbolic acid is m ixed w ith chloride of iime 
the former is liable to be destroyed by the 
latter, w ith loss of activity on the p art of 
both, w hen applied for (iisinfectiug pur­ 
poses. 
Dianin finds, however, th a t a m ix­ 
ture of these two substances possesses nota­ 
bly greater antiseptic e n e rg y thau either of 
them has separately.

If there be 
anything in this theory, Brooklyn is one of 
th e best-equipped cities in the world for 
propagating small-pox. 
There is a new instrum ent going into use 
in England for the purpose of receiving 
G reenw ich tim e signals a t telegraph sta­ 
tions, etc. 
H itherto the passage of the 
tim e signal current along the lines gave uo 
other indication of its presence thau a de­ 
flection of the needles of ordinary in stru ­ 
m ents and a corresponding m ovem ent of 
the arm ature of the Morse ink-w riter and 
sounder at 10 A M., and the e-ye had to be 
kept constantly on the instrum ent to learn 
the exact tin e . 
In the new instrum ent 
there is an arrangem ent which riDgs a bell 
and a t once arrest9 attention when the first 
p art of the tim e signal is transm itted. 
Some French physicists contend th a t the 
m usical notes produced by Professor Bell 
in disks of mica, India rubber, m etal and 
wood, by holding them in th e path of a 
rapidly interrupted beam of light, are really 
due to heat and not to light. 
M. Merca- 
dier has obtained like sounds from ordinary 
gas lamps, w ithout em ploying lenses to 
concentrate th e 
interrupted 
beam, 
by 
sim ply bringing the receiving disk near the 
source of light. 
Even a plate of copper 
heated to a bright red produced very dis­ 
tin ct musical notes, which died gradually 
away as the plate cooled. to a dull red. 
D isks coated w ith silver on the side ex­ 
posed to the ray gave very feebie sounds, 
but when coated w ith lam pblack th e sounds 
were strong. 
Dr. Cornelius H erz, of Paris, has a t­ 
tained an im portant step in telephony, by 
which the principle of magnetism has been 
entirely discarded and the magnetic re­ 
ceiver abolished. 
A long series of experi­ 
m ents have been successfully’ conducted 
under the patronage of the French G overn­ 
m ent on the telegraph lines of the State ; 
concluding trials were witnessed by M. 
Coshery, M inister of Postal Telegraphy ; 
M. Jules Ferry, Prim e M inister ; M . Leon 
Say’, President of the Senate ; M. Bec- 
querel, and other members of the Aacad- 
eray of Sciences, and by senators, D epu­ 
ties, and a great num ber of engineers. 
One of the most extraordinary experim ents 
was the transm ission of speech on a single 
wire from Tours to Brest, th e length of 
which exceeded 800 miles. 
One single

W H IT SEVERAL EM IN ENT DIVINES SAY 
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The Cincinnati Comin- rrial say3 : 
In 
the last North American lie view Rev. Dr. 
Howard Crosby givt-s much information in 
regard to the w ork by the commission to 
revise the Scriptures. 
Dr. Crosby himself 
is a member of the American branch of the 
commission. 
I t consisted at first of 79 
members in all, 52 in England and 27 in 
America. 
Several gentlemen in both com­ 
mittees have died, however, within a few 
yeare, aud there ate not now so many. 
The work has : een in progress ten yeárs. 
The American branch began its labors in 
1872. 
The New- Testament revision has 
already been completed, and that portion 
of the Scriptures w ill ap; ear in its new 
form before this year is out, probably. 
The Old Testament Committee, although 
tney have already worked ton years at it, 
will not finish their im portant task for two 
years or more. 
The American Commission consisted of 
men of all denominations except, perhaps, 
the Universalista. 
That particular one is 
not in Dr. Crosby’s list. 
But Lmitarian 
and Methodist, Episcopalian and Presby­ 
terian, united in a spirit of the most 
friendly harn ony, so th at their task be­ 
came to all a source of genuine pleasure. 
“ Not a sectarian note was ever heard.” 
They perhaps reserved their respective 
sectarian thunders till they got into their 
own private pulpits. 
President Woolsey was chairman at 
their meetings. 
The late Professor H ad­ 
ley, the Greek scholar and author, w-aa one 
member of the committee. 
Another w-as 
Philip Scoaff, the renowned church histo­ 
rian and commentator. 
Dr. Croshy con­ 
fesses that the learned and dignified body 
laughed sometimes. 
Few people have any idea of the im­ 
mense labor the Commission have per­ 
formed. 
In preparing the versLii of the 
New Testament now in use some twenty 
Greek manuscripts were consulted, only- 
one of them —the “ Codex Iiezac”—of a 
very- ancient date. 
The version has been 
accepted since l(io3. 
Over a thousand 
different, manuscripts have been discovered 
since then, which are now all accessible to 
scholars. 
The first task of the present 
revisers was to carefully examine ail this 
tremendous pile, and decide which writings 
were most correct. 
German scholars, the 
most patient and laborious in the world, 
did this work, and it took them a lifetime. 
Tischendorf, Laehmann and Tregelles were 
the nanie3 of the most prominent. 
After 
them came the Greek scholars who trans­ 
lated the Testament into English. 
I t was 
necessary for them to be profoundly versed 
in the Hebrew language, too, so as to de­ 
tect Hebraic idioms. 
They must know, 
too, the difference between classic Greek 
and Hellenistic Greek, so as to catch the 
full meaning of each. 
Then each line and 
verse had to be gone over carefully, in 
order to note the Old Testament quota­ 
tions and allusions, aud to compare more 
particularly the usage of w-ords in the New 
Testament with those of the Septuagint 
Greek of the Old Testament. 
A ft-r all 
this was done came the work of the Eng­ 
lish scholar. 
He must see that the book, 
which had passed through so many hands, 
was w ritten in pure classical language, 
that, in short, it w-as a “ perfect English 
model.” 
Then, and then only, is the New 
Testament ready to be given to the people, 
which is at leimth the case. 
The ne v 
version of the Testament will be looked 
for with such a world-wide interest as no 
book ever excited before. 
Dr. Crosby expresses the fervent hope 
th at the result of all these faithful years 
of work on t:¡e part of some of the great­ 
est scholars of the time, will shortly become 
the accepted version of the Scriptures. He 
retnimis readers in tbe beginning that if it 
should be accepted, it will be the ninth 
English version that has been thus ac­ 
cepted. 
“ This fact alone should preserve 
weak minds from terror lost the alteration 
of our received version prove an impious 
handling of the ark of God.” 
It is the habit of most Christians to be­ 
lieve that every word in the common Eng­ 
lish Bible is inspired. 
They experience a 
sort of sacred terror if one speaks of 
changing a word therein, even to modern­ 
ize its meaning. 
While Dr. Crosby has 
due respect for this feeling of reverence, 
yet he maintains that in order to get the 
best translation of the Scriptures, style 
must in every case he sacrificed to sense. 
The truth ¡3 the one thing to be desired, 
and ail other objects sink into insignifi­ 
cance in comparison w-ith this. 
The only anchor of antiquity the King 
Janies Bible can lay claim to is that it has 
been iu use two centuries and a half. 
Even when it was pr pared its translators 
did not use the Ena'.ish style of their day, 
but that of the Tyndale version, which 
was nearly a hundred years old then. 
So 
that onr English Bible is really older even 
than 11)11. 
The antique style, however, will still be 
preserved in the Bible, as Dr. Croshy con­ 
fesses, much to his personal regret. 
E r­ 
rors will bo corrected, though, and many 
changes no doubt rnaile. 
The learned and 
eloquent Doctor does Dot call those who 
oppose the new Bible fogies iu so manv 
words, but he does hint that he considers 
some of them to be narrow, bigoted secta­ 
rians. 
He says further : 
“ It is an error, hut an error deeply 
rooted, that the Bible should have an au- 
t que flavor. 
On the contrary, it is a book 
for all times. 
It belongs to the niueteeth 
century as thoroughly as to the first cen­ 
tury. 
Hence, the more modern you cau 
make its language the more perfectly yon 
translate it. 
Let no one suppose we mean 
commonplace or colloquial wheu wo say 
mod- ru. 
Our modern English has as much 
dignity as ancient English, and we need 
not go to antiquitj- to borrow tiio vest­ 
ments of grandeur and sublimity for our 
thoughts. 
We believe that if the Bible 
was adven to the people in the people s 
own language, jots aud tittles included, it 
would more readily touch the heart and 
renew the life than it can when its move­ 
ments are fettered by the stiff uncouthness 
of a Tudor styie. 
Instead of fearing a 
new revision, we should favor a new re­ 
vision every century at ltast.'

I s l a n d .—The latest contribution to the 
British land question is a Blue Book on 
the tenure of land in the Province of 
Prince Edward Island. 
The Pall H all 
Gazette sums the m atter up as follows : 
R ather more than a century ago all but a 
small part of tbe island w as disposed of 
“ in one day by lottery in London before 
the Beard of Trade and Plantations ” at 
quit-rents, which were never paid, and on 
certain conditions of settlement which 
were never complied with. 
Although the 
arrears of the quit-rents were commuted 
iu 1S02 for a moderate sum, even the re­ 
duced amount was left unpaid, and after 
the lapse of thirty years time the Govern­ 
ment lias only received t'fi.OOO nut of about 
£145,000. 
An Act authorizing the pur­ 
chase of the estates of any proprietors who 
might be disposed to sell their interest 
voluntarily was passed in 1S53, aud under 
its provisions many thousauds of acres 
passed from the landlords to the tenants ; 
hut a final settlement of this perplexing 
question was not arrived at until 1875. 
.Since that day quietness has reigned in the 
island. 
The agricultural depression of the 
last three years has somewhat retarded the 
payment by the tenants of the interest and 
the installments of the purchase money, 
but the Commissioner of Public Lands re­ 
ports th at the majority of the tenants 
“ are making commendable efforts” to 
meet their engagements. 


D e m o l it io n o f o n e o f B o s t o n ’s L a n d ­ 


m a r k s . — Another of Boston’s landmarks 
is about to go the way of all old structures 
which stand on valuable laud. 
The build­ 
ing at the corner of Trcmont and Court 
streets is to be sold at auction, and, having 
changed ownership, will probably give 
place to a more imposing edifice. 
This 
building has a social and political history 
which makes its demolition a m atter of re­ 
gret. 
It is not known in just w hat year it 
was er.ctcd, but the chances are that 
John Wendell, a Boston merchant who 
livedtin the time of Governor Shirley, oc­ 
cupied it as a residence. 
It was there that 
old Governor Hancock paid his unwilling 
visit to Washington after the stout dis­ 
pute as to precedence of President and 
Governor. 
The building was then occu­ 
pied as a boarding-house by one John 
Ingeraoll, with whom the President took 
up his abode. Washington would not yield 
an iota of his dignity, and the Governor 
was obliged to capitulate. 
He was carried 
up the stairs enveloped in red baize, for he 
bad an attack of real or assumed gout, and 
wheu Washington saw his helpless condi­ 
tion he shed tears, in spite of his dignity, 
according to the statem ent of Madame 
Hancock. 
Harrison Gray Otis was one of 
the first to occupy John Ingersoll’s quon­ 
dam boarding-house as a law office, and 
after 
him, Webster, 
Healey, 
“ Jo c k ” 
Rogers. Leverett Saltonstall, Judge Bur­ 
bank and a host of legal luminaries re­ 
ceived their clients there.

Even 
th e 
invention 
of 
Lord ¡ 
L ytton was at fault on this question, 1 
and when he w rote his sketch of the | 
“ Coming I! ice ” he conld th in k of nothing 
b u t autom ata to do the household work. 
N o doubt such autom ata would be welcome 
enough, hu t thus far they have not been 
invented, ami year by year th e problem of 
household 
service becomes harder and 
gloomier. 
The resort to boarding houses 
and hotels is of course only an evasion of 
th e question, and never can determ ine it, 
b u t if-Miss Spofford has nothing better to 
propose 
than the Chinam an, 
she 
has 
w ritten in vain. 


In the old M urchie mill, N evada C ity, 
ih e debris th at has accum ulated in the 
cracks of the floor and other places, where 
1 1 has been gathering for m any years, is 
faring scraped together and vs ill be washed 
fo r th e gold it contains. 


The report of th e Assem bly Com m ittee 
on Prisons has ju st been issued. I t is much 
less a report upon the prisons of th e State 
than a dissertation upon prison reform 
generally. 
I t is w ritten by the Chairm an 
of the comm ittee, Mr. H artson, and ex­ 
hibits a very conscientious endeavor to 
ascertain the best modes of dealing w ith 
the problem raised. 
Mr. 
H artson has 
evidently made a careful exam ination of 
the literature of his subject, and has g ath ­ 
ered together in this little pam phlet the 
gist of the m ost im portant conclusions in 
the science of penology reached by experi­ 
m ent in all parts of the world. 
He shows th a t the question of the dis­ 
position and treatm ent of convicts is un­ 
dergoing more and more radical changes, 
and th a t the old views and ways are being 
discarded w herever the existing in stitu ­ 
tions render it practicable to introduce re­ 
forms in prison m anagem ent. 
I t is now 
recognized by all who have exam ined the 
subject th a t every prison ought to be at 
least as much a reform atory as a place of 
confinement ; 
th a t the reform ation 
of 
crim inals can only he undertaken hope­ 
fully by such m ethods as give th e convicts 
definite desirable objects, which they may 
attain hy their unassisted efforts ; th a t re­ 
w ards aud punishm ents are the necessary 
groundw ork of any such system ; th a t it 
m ust he applied by men specially fitted 
for the w ork, and who ought to have u n ­ 
dergone a distinct training in penology. 
I t is also becoming believed th at when the 
sentence of the prisoner Í3 indeterm inate ; 
th at is, left to he decided by his own con­ 
duct ; the prospect of reform ation ¡3 much 
greater than under the old m ethod, since 
the prisoner is thus afforded hope w ith­ 
out restriction. 
The Crcfton Prison sys­ 
tem, and those which have grown out of 
it, all tend more and more tow ard reliance 
upon the prisoner himself, and this is evi­ 
dently the scientific mode of procedure. 
F or if a man who has fallen into evil 
courses is to be reoiairrwed, it is clear th at 
he m ust determ ine to help himself, and 
th a t no m atter w hat assistance he derives 
from w ithout, all th e really useful action 
m ust come from w ithin. 
I t has been found th a t by appealing to 
m en’s self-respect and by treating them as 
though they were by no means irreclaim ­ 
able, the laten t am bition, the slum bering 
conscience, the paralyzed manhood, can be 
stim ulated and given new life, and th a t 
the reform ations w rought by these means 
are practically th e only ones w hich are 
perm anent. 
I t is im portant to observe 
th a t economy goes hand-in-hand w ith hu­ 
m anity. 
N o t only is it right to attem pt 
the reform of the crim inal, b u t it is to the 
interest of th e public treasury to do so. 
Crim e is w aste, in all its forms, and our 
old system s of dealing w ith it have been 
as w asteful as itself. 
In fact we have 


01 ly continued to give crim e a fixed abid­ 
ing place and a central rallying point, and 
there can be no doubt th a t our jails and I 
S tate Prisons have m ade ten tim es more 
scoundrels than th ey ever cured. 
To alter 
all this in accordance w ith the new lights 
is not only to rid the com m unity of its 
m ost dangerous elem ents, hu t to prevent 
the revival of these elem ents, and a t the 
same tim e to m ake crim e largely self- 
sustaining in the prisons. 
B u t it is to be 
observed th a t before any of the large re ­ 
forms cited by Mr. H artson in his report 
can be carried out, there m ust be a change : 
in our ¡.resent system involving practically | 
a complete recreation of th a t system. 
And this is why the report of M r. H art- ; 
son, thoughtful and well considered as it , 
is, strikes us rath er as a satire upon the j 
existing situation than as a guide to bet- ' 
ter thing3. 
For it is perfectly clear th a t I 
the conditions of a successful penal system ¡ 
which he sets forth in th is report are one ' 
and all conspicuous by th eir absence in our 
prisons. 
W e not only lack every one ! 
of 
the 
fundam ental 
requirem ents 
of j 
success. 
W e are fettered aud paralyzed ¡ 
by a corrupt and pernicious system which 
is hopelessly inimical to reform in any 
shape. 
T his Assembly report serves to 
show how wide is th e gulf which sep- j 
arates us from th e possibility of success in i 
th e field under 
consideration. 
I t dem- i 
onstrates th at a successful penal system ■ 
m ust be divorced from politics altogether ; 
th a t it m ust be adm inistered hy trained 
penologists ; th a t the subordinate officers 
m ust be picked men, possessing peculiar 
qualifications ; th at fixity of tenure m ust 
be secured to them . 
Now in our case it 
is at present impossible to obtain one of 
these conditions. 
O ar S tate prisons are 
treated as part and parcel of the spoils of 
partisan w arfare. 
The officers who m an­ 
age them are not penologists; know, in 
fact, 
absolutely 
nothing of 
penology. 
T neir subordinates are all political ap­ 
pointees. 
N ot one of them is selected 
because of any special fitness. 
Tneir term 
of office is uncertain and insecure also, 
and thus it is apparent th a t we lack every 
essential of even the beginnings of reform, 
aud th a t until we can at least secure these 
beginnings it is quite useless to tell us 
w hat has been accomplished elsewhere, 
under radically different conditions. 
The tirBt necessity in our case is to recog­ 
nize th e hopeless condition of th e situ ­ 
ation. 
W e do not th in k 
Mr. H artson 
has done this. 
He speaks of our prisons as ; 
though, 
despite 
his own 
exhibits, he , 
thought it possible for them to produce j 
good results. 
Y et if his own argum ents j 
are w orth anything no such hope is justi- j 
tied, and unless this is adm itted we may j 
go on to th e end of tim e, talking to no | 
practical purpose about reform, and sh u t­ 
ting our eyes to the abuses which are being 
practiced before us. 
The plain tru th is 
th at the political m anagem ent of our prisons 
is an outrage which nothing can excuse or 
palliate. 
In this case reform , hum anity, 
economy, every consideration of m oment 
and dignity, have been deliberately th ru st 
aside in order to satify the shameless greed 
of a pack of office-seekers. 
Prison reform 
has been given up ¡in California for no bet­ 
ter or more respectable m otive, and though 
effurt3 may be made to cover up th e wrong, 
and even to improve som ewhat upon the 
graver defects of the old adm inistration, 
the fact rem ains th a t no real reform meas­ 
ure has been countenanced, and th a t all 
the conditions are as hostile to genuine 
reform as ever. 
All experience showR th a t training is as 
necessary to th e successful governm ent of 
convicts as to the successful conduct of 
m anufactures or arte. 
But the old brutal, 
barbarous political spoils system takes no 
account of public interest, b u t blindly 
seizes an 1 n- ¡ 
nates every avenue of em- 
l .vi.. 
•• 
;- i ' pretense of care 


as to w hat comes of these m ethods. 
There 
can be no doubt th a t if the more reckless 
¡.artisans could have th eir way, even the 
m anagem ent of our insane asylum s would 
be given over to th e politicians. 
As for 
our prisons, they possess no elem ent of re­ 
form about them a t present, and w hat is 
more, they are not likely to so long as the 
existing system íb m aintained. 
The A s­ 
sem bly report shows w hat ought to be done 
in this regard, and a t th e same tim e it 
shows how u tterly we have failed to do the 
least of th e things which are necessary. 
Its chief interest and im portance, in fact, 
lies in th e sharp contrast it exhibits betw een 
w hat we ought to have done and w hat we 
have done. 
Such exhibits, however, are destined to 
be quite futile until there is sufficient con­ 
scientiousness in th e dom inant party to 
w rest the prisons from partisan control. 
The very first step tow ards penal reform 
m ust consist in this. 
There m ust be au 
end of appointing politicians as W ardens, 
or a3 subordinate officers. 
A ll insincere 
attem pts to cover up th e spoils system 
w ith a sham reform disposition m ust be 
abandoned. 
I t m ust be recognized th a t 
penology is a Bcience, and th a t it can only 
be carried on by skilled and specially edu­ 
cated hands. 
Then there will be soma 
prospect of b e tter things, b u t u ntil we can 
do away w ith the political factor in prison 
m anagement, it 
is of 
no practical use 
to set forth the reform s w hich have been 
accomplished elsewhere, or even to show 
how general is the agreem ent upon the 
m ain 
heads of penal adm inistration, in 
less hide-bound and more progressive and 
enlightened communities. 
W e have been 
engaged for more than ten years in trying 


to bring about the reforms which M r. 
Hurtson speaks of in his report, and we 
have learned in th a t tim e to d istru st pro­ 
foundly the public spirit, th e sincerity, the 
veracity of politicians, when considering 
measures which curtail th e spoils of p a rti­ 
san contention. 
W e arc satisfied th at if 
any im provem ent is had in our prisons 
the people will have to iusist upon a change 
them selves, and th a t until they do there 
will be no appreciable alteration for the 
better. 


•THE CARE Or 
THE INSANE. 


W e have received a very interesting 
little pam phlet by Dr. Beard, on the asy­ 
lum s of Europe. 
I t is th e result of a re ­ 
cent visit to about a dozen of the m ost im ­ 
portant of these institutions, and it con­ 
tains some exceedingly valuable sugges­ 
tions aud hints. 
The Doctor found th a t 
th e asylum s of England were m uch the 
best in Europe, and consequently in th e 
world, and th a t the Scotch asylums are the 
best in the U nited Kingdom. 
H e notes 
further th a t “ in th e best asylum s of Eu- 
“ rope mechanical restrain t is reduced to a 
“ very sm all percentage, and instead of re- 
“ strain t labor is employed a3 a therapeutic 
“ agent.” 
H e says th a t restraint is alm ost 
entirely discarded in the English and con­ 
tinental asylum s, and th a t for th e m ost 
p a rt th e patients are not even locked in 
th e buildings. 
And he says : 
“ Among 
“ th e best alienists of Europe, those who 
“ Lave done and are doing th e m ost to ad- 
“ vanee our idca3 relating to insanity, 
“ theoretically and practically, in and out 
“ of asylum s, 
the belief th a t restraint 
“ should be reduced to a m inim um is as 
“ universal as th e belief in the preventive 
“ pow erof vaccination.” 
The tendency of modern treatm en t of 
insane patients is to assim ilate it to th a t 
of children. 
“ The insane are children, 
“ diseases of the brain practically depriv- 
“ ing them of th e advantages w hich come 
“ from 
education and m aturity, taking 
“ aw ay their manhood, and carrying them 
“ back to childhood; it is therefore.w ise 
“ to trea t them like children. 
They are 
“ not, as a rule, to be chained, or cribbed, 
“ or camisoled, or locked in dark closets, 
“ or locked up a t all, necessarily, but, like 
“ children, allowed to come and go as they 
“ please and as we p lease; all the tim e 
“ w atched and guarded, lest they w ander 
“ away or run away, or do injury to them - 
“ selves or to society.” 
I t will be observed 
th a t the modern treatm ent is alm ost as 
far 
in advance of 
th a t of Pinel and 
C’onolly as th e latter was in advance of 
th e old system . 
A t present th e practice 
is to use scarcely any restraint, and to in­ 
duce the patients to work. 
The success 
achieved in this latter particular is indeed 
very surprising, for it has been commonly 
supposed th at in brain disease there was 
not concentration and steadiness enough to 
render this practicable. 
Dr. Beard says however, “ th e c x te n tto 
“ which labor is employed seems incredible, 
“ and cross-exam inations were constantly 
“ needed in order to convince me th a t not 
“ only washing, cooking, cleaning, and the 
“ immense farm work on the grounds, 
“ b ut also various trades, were carried on 
“ by the inm ates, the p atients of the asy- 
“ lums. 
Again and again I asked how 
“ they succeeded in m aking the lunatics 
“ work. 
The average reply was th a t in 
“ general there was no serious difficulty ; 
“ th a t by proper m anagem ent they could 
“ be trained to work and keep a t work, 
“ and could do as much as, and in some 
“ cases very m uch more, than persons in 
“ health .” 
In one asylum he found ” '<4 
patients o ut of a total of 347 profitably em ­ 
ployed. 
In another institution, 
out of 
5-11 patients, only IS men and 2S women 
were incapacitated for em ploym ent of any 
kind. 
These facts may well be pondered 
by the managers of our asylums, where we 
believe em ploym ent of the lunatics has 
thus far been scarcely if a t all attem pted. 
I t is very evident th a t w herever th is sys­ 
tem is feasible it m ust render the control 
of the natieDts far easier, and at the same 
tim e m ake their existence more cheerful. 
There is also a distinct sanitary bcnelit in 
steady work, of which alienists take due a d ­ 


vantage. 
The higher class of European asylum s are 
now scarcely distinguishable as such. Dr. 
Beard says of Saughton H all institution, 
which is near Edinburgh, “ I found it diffi- 
“ cult to believe 
the 
gentlem an 
who 
“ showed me over th e place, when he 
“ said it waa an insane asylum. 
In exter- 
" nal appearance, in internal arrangem ents, 
“ in the attendauta, in the m anners of the 
“ inm ates, in the furniture and arrange- 
“ nient of the rooms, there was nothing 
“ th a t suggested an asylum or a h o sp ital; 
“ it was more like a gentlem an’s delight- 
“ ful couutry residence, w ith open win- 
“ dows and doors, and 
ample and at- 
“ tractive grounds, beautified in the English 
“ style w ith varieties of shrubbery and 
“ flowers. 
I said to myself, This is the 
“ poetry of insanity : one m ight be willing 
“ to become insane if he were treated 
“ here.” 
C ertainly this is a w onderful 


change from the old system , w ith its 
grated windows, its iron-bound doors, its 
chains and handcuffs and strait-w aistcoats 
and straps, and prison-like aspect gener­ 
ally. 
In Europe, and especially in England, 
the G overnm ent supervision over the in­ 
sane is constant and m inute. 
There are 
Commissioners whose sole d uty it is to 
visit all the asylums, and not only public 
and private institutions of the kind, but 
single insane patients confided to the care 
of a family are visited in the same way. 
The Commissioners never give notice of 
their visits, b ut appear suddenly, and in 
this way render it impossible to prepare 
special exhibits for th eir eyes alone. 
In 
short it is evident th a t enormous advances 
have been made in the treatm ent of the 
insane during the past ten years even, 
and th a t science has succeeded in com­ 
pletely revolutionizing the whole system 
w ithin a generation. 
There are m any 
points on which the alienists of this coun­ 
try can learn from th eir European col­ 
leagues, and especially, it appears to us, in 
respect to the tw o subjects of restraint 
and labor. 
W e have not yet ceased to 
lock up our lunatics, and we have not 
tau g h t them to work. 
Both these changes 
m ight be introduced w ith probable advan- 
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THE CAaE OF THE “ rKEIEEIT.” 


T he case of th e Freiheit is very certain 
to be a cause celebre, for it is evident th at 
it involves a new departure in English 
governm ental policy. 
T he 
explanation 
given by th e Home Secretary to the House 
of Commons would be more satisfactory if 
the utterances for which the Socialist jour­ 
nal has been suppressed were unprece­ 
dented. 
No doubt it is very exasperating 
to have foreign refugees set up presses in 
London and thence preach the assassination 
of foreign rulers, and no doubt the foreign 
rulers who are thus threatened think the 
English G overnm ent ought not to perm it 
such publications to be issued. 
B ut the 
freedom of the press in England has for a 
great m any years been regarded as so 
sacred as even to cover licentiousness of 
utterance, and it is a well-known fact th at 
there are several 
London 
newspapers, 
printed expressly for the working classes, 
and catering to seditious tendencies, which 
have long been accustom ed to publish as 
wild and reckless articles as any N ihilist 
sheet ever ventured upon. 
Such journals 
as Lloyd's Weekly and Reynold's Weekly 
have 
in 
fact addressed 
them selves to 
this 
kind 
of 
literary w ork as a spe­ 
cialty, 
and 
they 
have 
not 
hesi­ 
tated 
to 
denounce 
and 
abase 
and 
threaten every m em ber of th e G overn­ 
m ent and the aristocracy, from th e sov­ 
ereign dow nw ards. 
The wise policy of 
th e G overnm ent has been to ignore these 
revolutionary papers, and though they 
have had very large circulation, aud though 
their peppery and truculent style has evi­ 
dently commended them to a considerable 
class, there are no indications th a t any 
real harm has been done by them . 
Again, 
on form er occasions of attem pts on the 
lives 
of 
continenttal rulers, 
even 
re­ 
spectable English journals have more than 
once used language which was calculated 
to offend foreign GovernrceuU. 
A t the 
tim e of th e Orsini attem p t this was so 
m arked th a t Louri Napoleon appealed to 
Lord Palm erston for protection. H e failed 
to obtain any satisfaction. 
Palm erston re­ 
plied as Lord G ranville is said to have 
done in the present case, th at in England 
it was no t perm itted to th e G overnm ent to 
interfere w ith th e liberty of the press. 
I t is therefore not altogether an unpre­ 
cedented offense which the Freiheit has 
com m itted. 
I t is no doubt an abuse of th e 
large license aw arded to the press, but we 
doubt w hether native journals have not 
gone as far in tim es past. 
The Freiheit is 
a foreign journal, it is truo, and it is 
printed w ith a view m ainly to circulation 
abroad. 
I t has, it is averred, advocated 
the assassination of various rulers, includ­ 
ing th e President of th e U nited States. 
The la tte r official, a t least, is not likely to 
dem and vengeance, and, indeed, consider­ 
ing the freedom w ith which such journals 
as the Irish WorUl, printed in New Y ork, 
have advocated the assassination of lan d ­ 
lords in Ireland, perhaps such a requisi­ 
tion would not be in good taste on the part 
of the U nited States. 
B ut if the English 
Governm ent is going into the business of 
press censorship ; if it undertakes to de­ 
fend foreign governm ents against threats 
or denunciations printed in London ; if it 
is to determ ine w hat shail and w hat shall 
not be permissible in journalism ; then 
m ost assuredly it is about to take a step 
backw ard, and one w hich m ust bring it 
into endless difficulties. 
The advocacy of assassination is abom i­ 
nable, b u t the English law provides ample 
redress for all real journalistic offenses, 
aud if this is one of them it m ust he punish­ 
able through the 
established agencies. 
The interference of the G overnm ent in 
such a case cannot but seem to w arrant 
the suspicion th a t this step has been in ­ 
duced by outside pressure, and th at is a 
thought which has alw ays been intolerable 
to the English people. 
They have ever 
been m uch readier to engage in war, no 
m atter against w hat odds, than to subm it 
to foreign dictation, and it m ust be ex­ 
trem ely difficult to persuade them th a t 
the 
suppression 
of 
the 
Freiheit does 
not indicate a cow ardly surrender of their 
ancient privileges on the part of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I t is plain th a t the position of 
the M inisters is very difficult on such a 
question. 
A bstractly speaking perhaps 
every decent man ought to concur in the 
suppression of an organ of assassination. 
B ut this is not a sim ple issue. 
I t is 
inextricably bound up w ith the questions 
of the freedom of the press and of the right 
of asylum . 
I t is to be considered w hether 
the G overnm ent w ould have taken the 
course it has if no pressure had been 
brought to bear upon it from w ithout. 
In 
such a case we may he alm ost certain th at 
it would have ignored the Freiheit as it has 
ignored other incendiary publications. 
If it would have ignored the Freiheit 
under other circum stances, however, it 
follows th a t foreign pressure is after all re­ 
sponsible for its action, and this is likely 
to be the view taken in Englaud. 
I t may­ 
be said th a t the previous cases cited, as 
th a t of Mazzini, etc., are not analagous, 
and in some respects this is true. 
B ut it 
is clear th a t in these cases the Governm ent 
took every risk rather than violate the 
national principle of asylum , and it is 
equally plain th a t in the present instance 
the G overnm ent has chosen to take no 
risk. 
I t is in effect liable to be construed 
as a weak submission to foreign pressure, 
and we shall be considerably surprised if 


this aspect of it does not eventually super­ 
sede all consideration of the heinousness 
of the language used by the suppressed 
journal. 
This case has no* y et been dis­ 
posed of, and we are inclined to th in k th at 
before it is done w ith it will create more 
than a slight commotion. 
A t the best it 
m ust be regarded as establishing a very- 
dangerous precedent, and it ean hardly 
have the effect of strengthening th e pres­ 
tige of England on the continent. 


BSACONSFIELD AND 
GLADSTONE. 


The health of both the great English 
part}’ chiefs is in a very precarious state, 
and there are indications th a t neither of 
them can accomplish much more work. 
Beacousfield is seventy-six, and Gladstone 
seventy-tw o, and they are both indisposed, 
the form er seriously. 
G ladstone has been 
exceedingly tried during th e last year. 
The Irish question, and especially the ob­ 
struction tactics of th e Home E ulers in 
the House of Commons, have w orried him 
greatly. 
N ever a patient ntan, and alw ays 
very easily fretted, he has been chafing 
constantly under this nagging p etty oppo­ 
sition, and no doubt has often enough been 
disposed to crush it out, no m atter at 
w hat cost. 
Beaconstield possesses a much 
colder tem peram ent. H e lias the m ost per­ 
fect command of his tem per in Parliam ent, 
aud he does not fret, at least so far 
as can be perceived. 
B ut the lives of 
premiers are full of w ork and trouble, aud 
th e strongest constitutions may be sapped 
by constant attendance in Parliam ent and 
constant labor 
in 
office. 
Both 
these 
statesm en have spent long and active lives. 
Both have achieved literary as well as 
political reputations. 
T hey have always 
figured, too, a3 antagonists, and there is 
little roem for doubting th at they cherish 
a hearty df testation for one another. 
B ut 
when they are gone it is by no means clear 
th a t th eir places can be filled. 
N either 
among 
Liberals nor 
Conservatives are 
th eir peers in eloquence, sagacity, ex­ 
perience, to be found to-day. 
They are 
each chiefs, b u t th ey are far removed fiom 
the 
nearest 
of 
their followers. 
H art- 
ington, Salisbury, Derby, A rgjlle, 
Ilar- 
court and a score of others furnish great 
ability in th eir way ; b u t it is not first- 
class, and none of them are com petent to 
w ear the m antles of these veteran lead­ 
ers. 
B right remains, bu t he is too old, 
and he never possessed the kind of ca­ 
pacity w hich the heads of parties m ust 
possess. 
Y et there never was a greater 
nc.ed for statesm anship in England than 
at present. 
The prospects of all Europe 
are dark anu uncertain. 
The Irish ques­ 
tion is unsettled, and perhaps insoluble. 
The trade question becomes more alarm ­ 
ing every year. 
E very continental Power 
is nursing huge standing armies, and every 
G overnm ent feels 
th a t 
its position is 
mined. 
If a t such a juncture Gladstone 
and Beaconstield should both pass away, 
where is the hand fit to guide th e helm of 
state ? 
In such emergencies there m ust be 
a pilot, and if he is not the man for the 
hour, so m uch th e worse for th e country. 
Perhaps th e H our will bring the M an, as it 
has done before, b u t this cannot be relied 
upon, and all th a t can be said now is th a t 
the outlook is anything b u t encouraging. 


THE SENATE SITUATION. 


The Senate situation 
continues to be 
unfortunate. 
The contest over the ap­ 
pointm ents has degenerated into a prom is­ 
cuous interchange of political-addled eggs, 
in th e 9hape of bloody sh irt reminiscences, 
souvenirs of carpet-bag governm ent down 
South, charges of treason and repudiation 
and corruption and demagogism, and such 
like am enities. 
Vv'hen we consider th a t all 
this d irty linen is being w ashed in public, 
all this tim e and public m oney squandered, 
for no more useful purpose than to secure 
the appointm ent of such persons as G or­ 
ham and Itiddleberger, it is impossible not 
to m arvel a t the obstinacy and infatuation 
of the struggle. 
The Eepublicans in the 
Senate do not appear to perceive th a t they 
are doing th e p arty infinite harm , anil 
th a t this 
whole 
Mahono 
episode 
has 
been 
m ost 
detrim ental

country, but then no one expected any­ 
thing better from them . 
I t m ight be 
thought th a t the Ilepublicans had fallen 
under some malign influence, 
and th at 
they had been persuaded to tu rn their 
backs upon prudenoe in order to assist some 
cunning m anipulator having only his sel­ 
fish personal aggrandizem ent 
at heart. 
The spectacle is not a pleasant one, aud 
the sooner it is over th e b etter the uublic 
will like it. 
Mr. M ahone’s bargain has 
occurred a t a tim e of political inaction, or 
it would very probably have produced 
sensible results far away from W ashington. 
As it is it has im plications w hich m ay yet 
convince Senators th a t it was a serious 


blunder. 


TRUCULENT GREECE. 


Greece seems about to discover th a t the 
Pow ers are tired of holding her, and th a t 
she is to be allowed to go to the dogs her 
own way. 
They have notified her th a t if 
she does not accept the last offer of the 
Porte th ey w ill one and all wash their 
hands of her. 
Of course this m eans ruin 
to her if she 
persists in her w arlike 
course, for there can be no question about 
the ability of T urkey to w hip her if the 
Powers do not interfere in th e quarrel. 
A nd the Pow ers are evidently glad enough 
ju st now to w ithdraw from th is entangle­ 
m ent. 
N either England, G erm any 
nor 
France can afford to be involved in such a 
contest in the present uncertain state of 
European affairs. 
Greece has hith erto de­ 
pended upon th e neutralization of th e 
T urkish fleet by England, b u t she can rely 
upon this aid no longer, arid if now she in­ 
sists upon going to w ar she will have to 
cope w ith th e entire O ttom an Empire. 
IV hat th e result of such a w ar m ust be 
cannot be doubted, nor is it a t all probable 
th at Greece would find any new friends 
as she proceeded. 
E assia cannot help her 
a t this tim e, for Euasia has more im por­ 
tan t affairs to consider. 
If therefore the 
G reeks have any seu9e they will accept the 
term s offered them , and subside. 
If they 
have no sense they will go to w ar and get 
thrashed.

OF CLOSING UP A LINE OF RAILWAY. 


W hat Ssnator Brown Says 
About 
the 
Closed Flacerville Road 


An anti-socialist combination betw een 
the Earopean G overnm ents is being talked 
of. The idea appears to be th a t the strong- 


The recent closing of the line of railway 
which runs from Folsom to Shingle Springs, 
and at the former place connects with the 
road from this city to Folsom, has had a 
marked effect upon business, especially in E l 
Dorado aud Amador counties. State Senator 
\V. H . Brown, a busiuess man of clear views 
and long experience, was yesterday m et by a 
representative of the R e c o rd -U k io N , and the 
conversation which ensued is deemed of such 
interest to the public th at it is presented 
herewith in fu ll: 
Question — Yon live at Shingle Springs, 
Senator, I believe ? 
Answer—Y e s: at the terminus of the 
Pbcerville and Sacramento Valley Railroad. 
Q.—Iu business there? 
A .—Y es; in the wholesale flour, grain and 
general merchandise trade. 
Q.—Are you famiiiar with the trade of 
th at section ? 
A .—I am ; have been in business there fif­ 
teen years. 
Q —W hat has been the effect of the closing 
of the railroad by reason of the order of 
Court ? 
A .—I t was closed by the appointm ent 
of a receiver at the instance of a Mr. 
K ittle, for whom George Cadwalader Li 
attorney. 
The company withdrew its rolling 
stock, and hence the road is not operated. 
Q.—How do the people there understand 
the m atter? 
A .—They are suffering a gre at loss by 
tbe closing of the road, both merchants 
and grain and 
fruit 
producers, 
lumber­ 
men and wood dealers. 
This year all of 
these had made larger preparations for pro­ 
duction and shipment than ever before. 
E s­ 
pecially is this true of orchards to and gr.-.pe- 
growers 
L ast year a large winery was 
erected at Shingle Springs, one at 111 Dorado 
and one at Colonia, and these gave a renewed 
impetus to the grape-growing business. They 
fully understand the situation, and have 
no fault to find with the railroad company, 
believing the company to be the victim of 
judicial outrage. 
The company was afford­ 
ing the people transportation, and they were 
not depreciating the value of th.? road as a se­ 
curity for any possible debt. 
On the con­ 
trary, we have it, the company proposed to 
put up -?2 for $1 to secure the K ittle debt 
payment, if it was decided th at it is to be 
paid by the company. 
Q.—W as this debt one of the company’s 
own contracting ? 
A .—Oh, n o ; it was contracted long prior 
to their acquiring ownership, and they bought 
the road, we unders' and, believing it to be 
clear of debt. 
Q.—Then your people think no fain has 
been made by the closing of the road ? 
A .—No, but a great loss. 
K ittle gains 
nothing, and our jienple lose much. 
I t leaves 
us wholly undecided what to do, and what 
is best as to investment and cultivation for 
production, for without rail transportation 
production cannot be made to pay in that 
sectioD. 
Q.—B ut we have always been told that 
teams can haul to and from Placerville and 
Folsom and up into Amador at less rates 
than charged by the railroad company. T hat 
was the old story in the railroad fight of 1873 
and ever since. 
How is it ? 
A .—I t can’t uc done. 
Since the closing of 
the road freights have advanced from 83 to 
84 per ton, and th at is, of course, taxed to 
the consumer. 
Q —Well, how does the situation affect 
your people, and to w hat extent financially, 
and over w hat area of territory, and what 
will the effect be if the road remains closed 
this season 
A .—About two-thirds of El Dorado county 
and one-third of the area of Air,ador county 
relied for transportation on th at road. 
As 
to the effect, it will kill of! the lumber busi­ 
ness—wipe it out. 
W ood interests will be 
entirely stopped ; early fruit crops will prove 
a lo-s almost entirely, tine as the yield prom­ 
ises to be, and at least one-half of the entire 
fruit crop of all qualities will be a dead loss. 
Then property is and will be depreciated in 
value fully one-third, and the whole section 
relegated to the primitive state before the 
days of railroads. 
Q.—How does the situation affect Sacra­ 
mento ? 
A .—I t is a loss to Sacramento in business 
to a considerable extent. 
I t throws large 
numbers out of employment, lessens the con­ 
sumption of goods brought from Sacramento, 
aod cuts off the large shipments of fruit., 
butter, wine, wood and lum ber to Saen- 
mcuto which it has enjoyed before. 
Added 
to thin is the limitation of travel and its in­ 
convenience under present conditions. 
La- 
trobe is entirely cut off from mail service, 
and not even stages run to th at section now. 
Q.—W hat, in your opinion, will be or 
might be the outcome? 
A .—There are two propositions. 
One is 
th at the Court and receiver must stock and 
operate the mad, which is believed to be im­ 
possible, and make the road pay running ex­ 
penses. 
Q.—W hy so? 
A .—Because it is impossible for the re­ 
ceiver to operate a short line with a full set 
of officers and employes, and handle The 
freight twice at Folsom—which they wonkl 
have to do—for the same tariff the company 
charged; i. e. the receiver cao’td o this and 
make running expenses. 
If he rnises the 
tariff merchants will not submit, but w-ill re­ 
sort to teaming from 
Folsom to Shingle 
Springs for bare necessaries. 
Q.—W hat is the other proposition ? 
A .—T hat the Court set aside its order ap­ 
pointing a receiver, and turn the road over 
to the company unincumbered, as it will not 
operate the road under a receiver. 
Q —Do you think a compromise will be ar­ 
rived at ? 
A .—No, sir ; 
asiide the order. 
Q —I t is raid th at Mr. Cadwalader and his 
client have sent East for locomotives, aud 
are to secure cars and operate the road ? 
A —I liad not heard that, and I don’t be­ 
lieve it, for he has asked the Court for an or­ 
der to mortgage the road to raise inonev to 
buy stock. 
T hat is impossible. N ot S10,000 
can be borrowed on the road in its present 
situation. 
I t is already mortgaged, and only 
the rails and ties aud the roadway are there 
to answer the call of the mortgage. 
I t is 
understood the receiver will not all vanee a 
dollar. 
H e has bad it in possession over a 
month, and has taken no steps toward op­ 
erating the road. 
Q.—The situation, then, is not agreeable 
for j oar people ? 
A .—Not by any means. 
On the contrary, 
it is anything but cheering. Our people fully 
understand the m atter, and, as I have said, 
regard it as a judicial wrong, and notw ith­ 
standing th ’ir loas have no blame to attach to 
the railroad company, but say it did just 
w hat any man would have done under like 
circumstances.

T ie Greek Church in San Francisco—Its 
Peculiar Ceremonies—Masses for 
the Dead Czar. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , March 30, 1881.

Now that the North and 
the South are of one feeling, that old 
preacher tills a pulpit in San Francisco, 
and in the pews gather round him those 
who prayed that prayer with him in the 
day when they would not believe there 
could ever be a “ lost cause” to mourn for. 
I listened to an old man's singing the 
other night, and his voice w as as firm and 
musical as though it had been twenty-live 
instead of sixty-live.

been celebrated for Alexander II., with a 
Te Deura for his successor. 
The room was 
small and close in which the services were 
held, and it was very much crowded, it 
being a curious occasion, and a State occa­ 
sion as well, the different Consuls attend­ 
ing in full insignia. 
There was W. Lane 
Booker, the English Consul; Count Bar- 
rilis, of Italy ; Antoine Forest, of France ; 
Wladimir Welatsky, of Russia; August 
Berggren, of Sweden and Norway; 
F, 
A. Bee, Chinese Consul ; Mr. Yauagiya, 
the Japanese Consul, and Rudolph Hoch- 
kofler, of the Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
besides others whose grand appearance 
told me they must be somebody from 
somewhere. 
The flowers were beautiful, 
and their fragrance reached 
the nos­ 
tril through the clouds of incense with 
which the atmosphere was absoluely ladeD. 
There was so much incense that 1 could 
not rid myself of its waxy and suffocating 
odor the rest of the day. 
A beautiful 
crown of white, intermingled with colored 
flow ers, representing the crown of the new 
Czar, hung from the central chandelier, 
and another, composed entirely of white, 
lay upon a tablet as the crown of the dead. 
The tablet was covered with white blos­ 
soms, with a largo “ A” in .its center of 
sweet violets 
Upon the walls either side 
was “ A. II.” and “ A. III.” in flowers, 
surrounded by siuilax iu ¡estoons. 
I went 
< ne morning to the Russian church to wit­ 
ness their usual worship. 
It is a straiige 
little building in which the services are 
held, with many steps leading to it. 
I en­ 
tered ar.d found that though as yet but 11 
o’clock the services had already begun an 
hour ago. 
The lloor was covered with 
matting, while up the center a. large velvet 
rug led to three steps extending the width 
cf the room, surmounted by a partition 
composed of panels and windows and 
stained glass, representing 
the Virgin 
Mary, Christ and different saints. 
The 
men all stood at the right, and the women, 
of whom there but three, at the left. 
There were no sca:j, the congregation 
standing throughout the long services, 
continually crossing themselves, and now 
and then 


IS DEEPEST DEVOTION, 
Bending the body in a very low bow, or 
kneeling reverentially, and slowly touch­ 
ing the forehead to the floor. A half dozen 
boys, from C or S to 14 years of age per­ 
haps, stood by themselves, and they stood 
quietly and attentively, without the turn- 
íug of a head, through it all. 
The atten­ 
tion by the whole congregation—haruly 
tifty persons—was most impressive indeed. 
There was no sermon, there seldom is, but 
there was a great deal of singing, very good 
singing by a male choir, with an occasional 
sentence like a chant from a priest behind 
the partition. 
Presently the central or 
sacred dour swung open and revealed an 
altar, and a priest came forward in a high 
gilded hat, a cloak of rich gold aud black, 
with 
an underdrtss of ecru embroid­ 
ered with 
gold 
braid. 
Two 
chil­ 
dren were baptized and received commun­ 
ion, coming away with quite a piece of 
bread in hand. 
They were taken up to 
kiss the stained glass representing the 
Virgin with Christ in her arms, and there 
were tears in the motlitrá’ eyes as they re­ 
turned from the ceremony. 
The priest 
then held aloft a jeweled cross and seemed 
to pronounce a benediction, when the 
congregation crowned decorously toward 
him, kissed the cross and then took bread 
in communion, but no wine, children also 
psrcicipating. 
Old Bishop Nestor, attired 
in a robe* of gray serge and an odd black 
bat with a fall of cloth in the back, came 
into view. 
He carried a rosary at his side 
aud a large ornament like a medallion on 
his bosom. 
His appearance was most 
kindly, and he presented his hand to be 
kissed by those who pressed about him, 
evidently giving a blessing at the same 
time. He has tue ideal lace of an old man. 
The Creek Church owus no allegiance to 
the Pope, but it worships the Virgin aud 
the saints, by paintings alone, however, 
images beiug prottibited. 
It does not al­ 
low that the iioly Spirit exists in Christ, 
holding it to be of Cod only, and its priests 
may be married, though not after taking 
orders. It has oiders of nuns, though they 
are rare, those of Mts. Sinai aud Athos 
being the best known. 
To its seventy 
million worshipers, however, Sau Fran­ 
cisco contributes the merest handful.

MIRACULOUS 
ESCAPE 


Au account of one of the most miraculons 
escapes trom death comes to our knowledge 
irom the northwestern townships, the acci­ 
dent occurring some two weeks ago. 
A 
little four-year old child, daughter of Sam­ 
uel Bland, living along the line of the Em­ 
mett and Seiota townships, one icy day, 
went to the well for some purpose, and 
looking in, she slipped aud ieil headlong 
into the well. The mode of drawing water 
was with buckets and a rope over a wheel, 
the bucket being down in the well at the 
time. 
The well was walled ; the distance 
to the w ater over thirty feet, and through 
this perilous space the little girl fell head 
first. 
Her brother, a lad some lt> or IS 
years old, saw th accident and rau to the 
well, where he was joiued by the agonized 
mother of the little girl. 
Looking into the 
w'ell, they could see nothing of the child. 
Instinctively the boy drew on the rope, 
and the body was drawn to the sui face of 
the water. 
What further to do was a ques­ 
tion that ran like lightning through the 
mother’s brain. 
As it was, the child’s 
head was above water, and if some one was 
present to go into the well there was a 
rare possibility that it might be rescued 
alive, w hile another pull at the rope, and it 
would probably drop from the bucket, 
which w as supporting it, aud drown, if not 
alrta ly|killed by the fall. 
But there was 
no assistance within reach. 
The boy gave 
another pull at the rope and the little body 
hung clear of the water. 
Slowly ami with 
care, upon which hung the life of his little 
s.ster, the boy drew in the rope, while the 
mother watched every movement with that 
suspense that only a mother in her situa­ 
tion can feel, and when at last the child 
was within reach she grasped it with a 
feeling that, dead or alive, the body of her 
darling was safe in her arms. 
In failing 
into the water the child had, with an in­ 
stinct born of self-preservation, clutched 
the rope, and, although rendered insensi­ 
ble by the fall, her grip remained last ; 
her body lay across the bale, aud one foot 
went into the bucket ; thus it was she 
hung fast as the bucket was drawn up. 
As before stated, the little one was insen­ 
sible w hen rescued, and her face and body 
were somewhat bruised, but she soon be­ 
came rational, aud within twenty-four 
hours was very little the worse for her 
perilous adventure.—¡Macomb (111. 1 Jour­ 
nal.

well, and showed that he could pull in al­ 
most any water, and that a capsize with 
him is preventable at all times.

Hale made a speech because some words of 
his had been quoted. He said the Democrats 
of the South had taken a wrong method of 
righting thtir wrongs. Patience, not fraud 
and assassination,would work out their sal­ 
vation. He had a good word to say for Ma- 
hone.

George said the Hathway, Chisholm and 
Dixon murders were not what Dawes repre­ 
sented. He wished to inform the gentleman 
that he could no» escai»e the responsibility of 
retailing before the American people an infa­ 
mous slander against Mississippi, and if he 
refused to disclose the name he bee .me re­ 
sponsible for the falsehood. He disbelieved 
the whole story. He did not believe a Massa- 
chusets man was ever there, or that he had a 
gin mill.

Hill regretted that the Republicans had re­ 
newed their slanders of the South. If they 
wished to meet the country on the coalition 
and control of Virginia, the Democrats were 
ready for the issue. I f the South was guilty 
of fiauds and assassination, they had no right 
to representation here. If not, then the in­ 
ventors of these groundless slanders were 
worse than barbarians. The South meant to 
have a good government, Rtop all outrages, 
and not to submit to carpet baggers. 
Logan pointed out that Hill had started 
this discussion by an attack on Mahone. He 
quoted Sheridan’s report of over 2,000 mur­ 
ders in Louisiana and Texas, with indisputa­ 
ble evidence.

Logan continued : When the Senator says 
there is no truth in that statement, every 
record in the countrv disproves the assertion 
from beginning to end.

Logan—If the Senator knows nothing 
about it, why does he says he will go to the 
Northern people, that they are slander» 
against his people. 


Hill—Of course I have a belief about it. I 
say that such outrages as did exist did exist 
under the carpet-baggers. 
A loDg discussion here ensued between 
Logan, Hill, Call and Maxey on the subject 
of Southern outrages, and at times angry 
words passed between the Senatois. 
In conclusion, Logan said : When a South­ 
ern man can invite the cohorts of freedom to 
follow him to see that tbe colored man had a 
free and fair vote, the Republicans would 
hold out their hands in friendship to him. 
The Xorth would iudorse the Republican 
party in standing up for au honest ballot. If 
the Democrats came with shotguns, the Re­ 
publicans would come with shotguns. It 
would be Greek agaicst Greek. It would not 
he a white man putting his heel cn the neck 
of a colored man. 
Beck made some humorous allusions to 
fraud practiced in Rhode Island aud Massa­ 
chusetts, which were good-humoredly an­ 
swered by Burnside. 
VOORHEES TAKES THE FLOOR. 
Voorhees then took the tl or, and sent to 
the Clerk’s desk and had read an extract 
from the Evening Telegraph of Philadelphia, 
a Republican paper, which alluded to 
Mahor e as a renegade Democrat, and charg­ 
ing that his acting with the Republicans was 
iu consequence of a disgraceful bargain. 
Hoar objected to its being read, and Voor­ 
hees stated that he would indorse it, and 
make it his speech. 
Hoar then raised a point of order against 
the reading of the article, which was over- 
lulei by the President pro term (Ingalls). 
Subsequently Voorhees, at Hoar s private 
suggestion, disclaimed any indorsement of 
tiie expressions in the article which might 
be construed in the way of making a per­ 
sonal quarrel with either of the gentlemen 
alluded to (Mahone and the Vice-President). 
At tisis point of the proceedings, when the 
d'scussiou had lost all its life and fire, when 
tin. audience in the galleries had became less 
num rms, and when all were looking forward 
to an immediate adjournment, 
THE MOST EXCITING SCENE OF TO-DAY TOOK 
PLACE. 
Mahone, rising unexpectedly, said: “ I rise 
to ascertain whether I correctly understood 
t in Ssnat -r from Indiana (Voorhees) as say- 
ina that the article which he had read from a 
Philadelphia paper (the E n nina Tehgraph) 
was his speech. In that article I am referred 
to as a * renegade Democrat,’ further on as a 
‘ repadiatiouist,’ and further on os having 
entered into a bargain with Republican Señ­ 
al- -is in regard to the organization of the 
Senate. If 1 have recited correctly what is 
toted in that article, I ask the Senator 
whether that is his speech. [Applause.] I 
pause for a reply.” 
Voorhees (who had in the meantime moved 
to the Republican side of the chamber and 
taken a chair at a short di.-tunee from 
Main ne) replied in a courteous aud resolute 
tone, “ 1 sent to the Clerk’s desk an article 
from a leading Republican newspaper, edited 
by allies of the Senator from Virginia. Soon 
ft,erwards the Senator from Massachusetts 
(Hoar) came to me iu tho-e kindly relations 
which we have ever borne to each other, and 
asked me to soften that article by disclaiming 
it as my speech. I did so iu response 
to that suggestion. If the Senator from Vir­ 
ginia expects anything further than that from 
me, he is mistaken, lie is entirely mistaken. 
He will have to deal with the Republican 
editor of that paper, and when he Betties 
w ith him, if he has anything further to settle 
with me will find me here, and w ill uot only 
find me here, but find me willing to respond. 
I do not mean that iu any offensive sense, 
but id a sense of absolute justice. He inti­ 
mated that Mahone, in his new alliance, 
wouid have a more difficult road to travel 
than he had conceived. He need not think 
for a moment he can coerce or dictate the 
course of debate on this floor. I made a 
large concession. 1 did it from my heart, 
and with no possible disrespect to the Sena- 
t r from Virginia. Xot ttie slightest. I did 
it beeau-e 1 thought it right when the dis 
tinguished and cultured Senator from Massa­ 
chusetts called my attention to i t ; but 
if the Senator from Virginia thinks he can 
stretch by one hair’s breadth something be­ 
tween the gentleman from Massachusetts and 
myself, aud coerce me into a tingle con- 
ce-.-iun beyond that, he is entirely mistaken, 
I ant just on this Htor, and I intend to be 
just; but when I send to the desk of the 
l.’lerk to have read an editorial from one of 
the leading Republican newspapers of the 
United States, am 1 to be called into ques­ 
tion on this side of the chamber? 
Mitchell of l’eun-xlvania—I said the paper 
in question (the Énning Telegraph), if it 
were a Republican paper, was a Republican 
paper with Democratic tendencies, and its 
tendencies were more frequently Democratic 
than R ’publican. 
H ar tried to rertore harmony by an ex­ 
planation, but Mahone refused to accept it, 
and said lie wanted (speaking imperatively) 
to know whether those personal references to 
himself were of Voorhees’ own accord. If 
Voorhees took the liberty of referring him to 
a newspaper man for settlement, he should 
select his own course. 
Voorhees re-ponded in a careless but defi­ 
ant way. 
THE SCENE IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington, April 1st. — The exciting 
quarrel in the Senate between Voorhees aud 
.Mahone is the talk of the town this evening, 
and speculation is rife a3 to its possible con­ 
sequences. Washington public sentiment, 
as u-ual, appears to have been divided in 
thin case pretty closely upon the lines of 
party predilection, butdispa.-sionate observers 
are inclined to blame both parties to the quar­ 
rel in turn. Voorhees unquestionably in the 
first place, for causing the offensive news­ 
paper publication to be read a3 a part of his 
remarks, and Mahone, in the next plac , for 
refu-ing to be satisfied with Voorhees’ 
voluntary disclaimer of its abusive epithets. 
It is thought that the matter might have well 
been allowed to drop at this point, with a 
simt-le remark on Mahout’» part that he 
would have called for a disclaimer if one had 
not 
been voluntarily offered. 
When, 
however, 
Mab.oue, instead of 
adopt­ 
ing this course angrily insisted that 
Voorhees 
should 
either 
assume 
or 
else for a secon 1 time disclaim the responsi­ 
bility for the epithets, and when Voorhees 
thereupon, in view of the Virginian’s menac­ 
ing manner, anticipated the forthcoming de­ 
nunciation and adopted the newspaper’s in­ 
sulting language as his own, he gained for 
himself the advantage of the position 
which had previously been held by Mahone, 
and the laUer’s epithets became substantially 
only a rejoinder iu kind. It is therefore the 
prevalent opinion that the onus of pursuing 
the quarrel now rests upon Mahone and not 
upon Voorhees. At the hour of writing, it 
is not known whether General Mahone will 
adopt this view, or whether lie will be con­ 
tent with his plain incentive that he stands 
in readiness to respond to a challenge from 
Voorhees. In either event there will be no 
thought of 
impugning 
his 
courage, 
f ,r 
he 
is 
known 
to

brave 
even to rashness. It should be said, in par­ 
tial extenuation of the unseeming occurrence 
on the floor of the Senate, that the speeches 
and proceedings throughout almost the en­ 
tire seven hours that preceded it had been 
marked with sectional and partisan bitter­ 
ness, which quite naturally led up to and 
culminated in a person al outburst of 
Í cling which had already blazed forth 
momentarily a dozen limes previously. 
ROBERTSON AND CHANDLER. 
C hicago, April 1st.—The Journal's Wash­ 
ington special says: leading Democratic 
Senators say the Democrats cannot afford to 
vote for Robertson’s confirmation, with both 
the Xew York Senators agaiust it, and that 
in no instance has any ccnfiimatiun ever been 
made when both Senators from a State where 
the appointment is to be made have said to 
the Senate that the nominee is personally ob­ 
jectionable to them. This Senator believes 
that nearly all the Democrats will be found 
voting with Conkling. 
The friends of William E. Chandler assert 
positively that he does uot intend to ask the 
President to withdraw his nomination. If 
done, it will be the President’s own act. 
Chandler’s friends in the Senate feel confi­ 
dent of his confirmation when a vote is 
reached. 
The National Republican is criticising Gar­ 
field’s action regarding Robertson’s nom­ 
ination very severely, and its articles excite 
comment. Many Senators do not conceal 
their apprehensions of a break in the party 
over the New York nominations. 
THE TTF. INDIAN QUESTION. 
W a sh in g t o n, April 1st.—The Ute Com­ 
mission has been in consultation several days, 
and has come to an agreement as to the plan 
of work. The members will leave for Colo­ 
rado in a few days, under instructions from 
Secretary Kirkwood, to the effect that while 
the utmost liberality will be used in constru­ 
ing the law so as to provile the Indians with 
good agricultural lauds, the terms of the 
treaty must be carried out. 
THE roLTGAMY QUESTION. 
W a sh in g to n, April 1st. —Delegate-elect 
Campbell, of Utah, has addressed a letter to 
the President on the subject of polygamy. 
He says he would not, in view of ti e light 
vote he received, claim the seat in Congress 
were it not for the fact that his only opponent 
is an alien and polygamist. He wants an 


opportunity to prove to Congress and the 
country that M< ormoni.m wiil be. il recog­ 
nized, destructive to the well-beii g of the 
community he represents.

North of the GiSt river, about ten miles, 
and about fifty miles southwest of Silver 
City, some good prospects have been dis­ 
covered lately. The ore is of gray copper 
and copper glance cf a good grade. The 
veins are narrow' but very rich. 
Every indication points to the fact that 
there is to be a lively mining season in 
Nevada county, and perhaps one which 
will excel all others in the past. There are 
more hjdraulic mines in operation than 
there have been in a great many years, 
and their clean-ups thus far have been 
larger than usual. 
On the yard directly west of the Rich­ 
mond Company’s refinery, says the Eureka 
Sentinel, is a stack of lead which has been 
accumulating for a long time. Our Sentinel 
reporter computed the weight of the mass 
at 93,-100 tons. It covers au area of 130 
by 60 feet, and is piled to a hight of seven 
feet in some places. 
San Simon district lies about 35 miles 
west oí Shakespeare, N. M., aud is looked 
upon as a “ coming” camp. There area 
great many veins in this district, and they 
are generally of large size. The ores are of 
a fair grade and good quantity. The for­ 
mation is mixed, granite, porphyry and 
limestone being present. 
In Mineral Hill District, Idaho, the ores 
are carbonates and galena, combined with 
antimony and zinc. In Warm Springs and 
Saw Tooth is found a considerable amount 
of free milling ore. About 1,000 tons were 
shipped to Salt I.ake last year at a cost of 
540 per ton. The average yield has been 
150 ounces per ton. A smelting furnace is 
now being erected. 
Superintendent Arents, of Robinson, 
Colorado, is the inventor of a very neces­ 
sary contrivance for use in connection with 
lead furnaces used in smelters. This in­ 
vention is a syphon tap, through which the 
liquid bullion runs up hill into a basin at 
the top of the tube. Nearly all smelters 
use this convenient and simple appurten­ 
ance, and for its use a royalty of §1,000 
per year is allowed Mr. Arents. 
In the west level of the Broadway mine, 
Madison county, Montana, an immense 
body of ore has been struck, which is as 
rich as any that has been taken out of the 
mine. Besides this, another large body 
has been struck 55 feet below the old 
workings, the lowest assay from which 
gives §90 per ton in gold, and running 
from that to “ away u p ” figures. There 
is au abundance of rock in these two bodies, 
sufficient to keep the two mills running 
for an indefinite length of time.

Carrisillo district is some thirty miles 
southeast of Victorio, and live miles north 
of the line of old Mexico. It was discov­ 
ered in March, 1881, by James G. Critten­ 
den, who had selected specimens from the 
grounds years ago and had them assayed. 
The veins are continuous and compact, and 
have every appearance of true fissures. 
They bear a high grade of silver rocks, 
with copper, silver glance, brittle and horn 
Bilver. One of the leading veins average 
over 600 ounces silver from the surface per 
ton. There are 200 locations. 
Five Chinese miners were caught in a 
cave that occurred Sunday at Hething- 
ton’8 & Hartung’s hydraulic claim, Scott's 
Flat, says the Nevada City Transcript, 
two of them being killed and the others 
considerably bruised. One of those killed 
was forced down upon his pick, the point 
of which entered his left breast, passed up 
through the shoulder, and into his face.
